MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


Genticmen of the City Council:— 


It is not proposed at this time to enter into any lengthy 
post-mortem discussion of the many things that have bcen 
done by the different departments of the city during the past, 
but rather to accept conditions as they now exist and pian 
as best we may for the vear that is ahead of us, although some 
reference will necessarily be made to the various departments 
later on. 

You have been elected to the various honorable positions 
to which you have just sworn fidelity, by a constituency who 
have a right to expect from you the exercise of your best 
judgment in behalf of the public weal. and your official posi- 
tion is fraught with grave responsibilities. The eyes of a 
watchful and critical public are upon vour every act, and 
your every endeavor should be to make a record that will 
stand the most searching scrutiny by the public vou are elected 
to serve. 

Many matters of the utmost importance, involving large 
expenditures from the public purse, are to come before you 
for final settlement. Let this inaugural dav see the end of all 
partisan strife for the vear and hereafter we are neither 
democrat nor republican, but servants of the whole people. 
Let us indeed feel that “public office is a public trust” and let 
the watchwords of this administration be “Business and 
Economy.” We are the directors, if vou please, of that great 
business corporation called the “City of Pittsfield”. Let our 
service in behalf of Pittsfield, be such that we may hand over 
the trust to our successors with her fair name untarnished and 
with no apologies necessary to her shareholders. 

I would not recommend that economy which is parsimo- 
nious and a hindrance to progress, but rather the economy 
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which results in doing things and in receiving the worth of a 
dollar for a dollar expended. 

Opinions as to what constitutes economy may diffe; wide- 
ly, but if you will guard the city purse as you would your 
own, I am satisfied that the city's interests will be properly 
safeguarded. 


CHARTER REVISION. 


Tt is not my purpose at this time to dwell at any great 
Icngth upon specific matters in which it would appear that an 
improvement could be made in our present charter, but rather 
to point out a few changes which it would appear might be 
desirable. | 

A corporation transacting private business ventures, alms 
to produce a maximum result at a minimum cost. It is also 
an established custom in private corporations to allow a fair 
compensation for all persons employed for the general welfare. 
Why then should a municipal corporation like our own city 
ask from its officials, services, which in private capacities 
would command large remunerations, without rendering a fair 
compensation for the actual time and energy expended in the 
city servicé. Surely the present system is not conducive to the 
results we sometimes hope for but seldom achieve. This 1s 
not said in criticism of any individual action in the past, but 
it is submitted as a business proposition seemingly worthy of 
consideration for the future. 

It seems worthy of consideration therefore, that to have 
our municipal government run on a business basis, such as 
would result in getting a full dollars equivalent for every 
dollar expended, it is but a fair proposition that the city pay 
every official in its service, and in order to do tnis, without 
increasing expenditures it would be necessary to somewhat re- 
duce the number of office holders provided for under the pres- 
ent charter. 

Were it possible to draw comparisons, as between muni- 
cipal and private enterprises, I venture the opinion that the 
cost of conducting a volume of business equivalent to that 
now necessary in our city affairs, the balance would be much 
in the favor of the private concern. Any revision of our pres- 
ent charter, should, I think, contemplate some specific reforms 
in this direction. 
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For the past two or three years we have been confronted 
with a propostion under our present charter, which was not 
contemplated by the framers of that document. I refer to the 
system which has become quite the fashion and what is known 
as the deadlock. I submit that under any charter it should be 
impossible for any combination of partisan interests to so hold 
up the functions of government as it make it impossible to 
elect officials for the proper transaction of the city’s business. 
Such a condition as has obtained in our city affairs for the 
past few years, constitutes a miscarriage of intent, that should 
not be possible. The intent of our charter is that certain off- 
cials shall be elected each vear, and it is my opinion that any 
failure to perform this function of the government, should 
be condemned and a repetition be made absolutely impossible, 
be the controlling element of whatsoever political faith it may. 


The city some few years ago, took the collection of water 
rates from the Board of Public Works. and thev were placed 
in the hands of the already overburdened Collector of Taxes. 
This in my opinion was a mistake, and my reasons for such 
opinion follow. Make the semi-annual periods of water rate 
collectien at such time as vou may, one of these periods must 
of necessity come at a time when it seriously interferes with 
the prescribed functions of the Collector of Taxes. Particu- 
larly is this true in the autumn. Without consultation with 
the present collector I believe I am stating it entirely within 
the bounds of reason when I say that a month is now required 
for the colléction of water rates, when the same amount of 
effort applied to the collection of taxes which at this time are 
but slightly delinquent. would result in a saving of a large 
interest account now made necessary for temporary loans. The 
assessed taxes at this time are all due and a month of the most 
valuable time in the vear is lost to the collector who can give 
the matter of delinquents practically no attention. 


It is ofttimes stated and generally conceded that the au- 
thority of your executive is so limited as to make him but a 
figure-head in the transaction and administration of the citv`s 
affairs. It would seem that this place should be so fraught 
with important duties that the position would appeal to our 
best citizenship, and our men of honor, integrity and proven 
business ability would be candidates for the office which is 
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now considered undesirable by many. To be Mayor of this 
“Gem of the Berkshires” should not be an empty honor. 

I have touched upon but few matters and those without 
offering specific remedies. Enough has been cited, however, 
to show that deficiencies exist. A careful study of the charter 
will reveal many more, among which might be considered a 
general revision, which might lead to a general reorgan- 
ization of our present system, with more executive 
authority vested in the mayor and board of aldermen and a 
consequent reduction of executive boards. In short, we 
have more red tape and a larger official family than would be 
considered necessary if it were possible to conduct the city 
more on the lines of private enterprise. It would appear 
pertinent that your attention be called to these matters at the 
beginning of your official vear and I commend them to vour 
consideration. 


WIRES. 


With the matter of paving our streets so closely upon us. 
it would seem to be the part of good judgment at least, to see 
that all underground utilities are in such condition, that a 
disturbance of any new street surface shall be as remote a 
consideration as possible for human ingenuity to invent. I 
am informed and, | believe creditably, that so far as most of 
our underground equipment is concerned, it is in good condi- 
tion, particularly in those sections most likely to be reached by 
any paving that may be done this year. A public utility which 
has often proven a public menace is the overhead electric 
wire. If our fair city is to keep pace with the modern march 
of improvement and public safety. the wires must go under 
ground sooner or later, some of these high current wires have 
been but recently removed from some of our principal streets, 
but it seems to be a more or less general opinion that all should 
go under ground. It is also a self evident proposition that if 
the wires are to go under the surface, all conduits for the re- 
ception of wires should be installed before permanent paving 
is put down. Some action should be taken at once looking 
toward the accomplishment of this result, particularly in such 
sections as are to be paved, even if the wires are not all moved 
immediately. The companies to whom have been granted poie 
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locations and overhead rights, are, I believe, governed by 
progressive and fair minded boards who will willingly co- 
operate with the city authorities in arriving at a just and 
equitable adjustment of any questions that may arise looking 
toward the abolition of the present overhead system. I would 
recommend that the city council take immediate action in the 
premises by appointing a committee to confer with all inter- 
ested parties, to the end that a satisfactory and equitable con- 
clusion may be speedily arrived at, and the matter definitely 
settled before it shall become necessary to begin street paving. 


STREET PAVING. 


This is a subject which has been discussed in the messages 
of several of my predecessors, the combined net result of 
whose recommendations is thatour principal business thorough- 
fares are today in practically the same condition that they were 
twenty years ago. The wisdom of the recommendations made 
from year to year has not been questioned, but all efforts 
seem to have failed purely upon financial grounds. Had the 
foresight and wisdom of the honorable gentlemen who have 
preceded me, been favorably acted upon at the time, Pittsfield 
would today be enjoying the fruits of her public spirit and 
the question of paving would have been a thing of the past, 
with the consequent debt well on toward liquidation. A differ- 
ent condition confronts us today than has been the case here- 
tofore. We need not hesitate because of any fear that public 
sentiment would not sustain us in the necessary expenditure. 
By the referendum exercised at our last election, the question 
of public sentiment for or against the proposition to pave, has 
been settled by a very strong majority in favor. The vote was 
so decisive that it amounts almost to a command. It is your 
manifest duty therefore to authorize street paving at an early 
date. To pave or not to pave is no longer the question. 

Coupled with the paving question upon your ballots, were 
two others looking toward a solution of the means of accom- 
plishing the end. In effect the questions were, first, shall the 
city be bonded for $100,000 for paving, or, and this is the 
second, shall we pay as we go out of the appropriations each 
year? It is undoubtedly the fact, that the questions were not 
thoroughly understood by the voters, for both were carried. 
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Indeed, I have been informed by intelligent citizens that they 
voted “Yes” on all the propositions submitted. There is no 
doubt, however, in my mind, that the concensus of opinion, 
as expressed at the polls and indicated by the number of votes 
cast on the different questions, is strongly in favor of bonding 
the city, although 1 do not feel that this was sodecisively settled 
as was the question in relation to paving, and I freely admit 
there are many good people who honestly differ in opinion as 
to the weight to be accorded either vote as a guide for your 
action. “Procrastination is the thief of time“ and if we are 
going to stand and quibble about methods, we shall find our- 
selves too late to achieve results again this year. The end 
seems to Justify the means, and I unhesitatingly recommend 
‘immediate action in securing the authority to bond, which 
must come from the legislature. Before the authority for 
bonding is petitioned for in the general court, it is evident 
that we should ascertain as nearly as may be, the amount of 
paving we shall want to put down during the next few years, 
and the approximate expense entailed to do it. In getting 
permission to bond, it would appear that we should anticipate 
as nearly as possible for the next two or three years, and when 
we have the authority to bond at all, it should be for a suf- 
ficient amount to complete the job. I would not infer that 
bonds be issued all at once for full amount allowable, but 
rather, that the bonds be issued from time to time to fund a 
debt as it may be needed. For instance, the limit to which 
we are allowed to borrow by law has not been reached into 
something like $150,000, we can avail ourselves of sufficient 
money on temporary loan to enable us to complete a season’s 
work, when this is done the temporary debt should be funded 
bv a bond issue, another season’s work could be started and 
funded in the samé way, making it unnecessary to go to the 
legislature for bonding authority again. With the questions 
of paving and financing once settled, you are then down to the 
next one of importance, as to what the paving shall be. “Aye! 
there's the rub.” There are many men of many minds and 
nearly every one knows apparently just what is best, but un- 
fortunately these many opinions are so widely at variance as 
to be of but little help in the final settlement of the issue. 
Personally I have looked into several different systems and 
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while I was in favor of-a certain kind of material a year 
since, I am free to admit that after more searching investiga- 
tions on my part, I find my former opinions have somewhat 
changed. So far as the paving of West street is concerned. 
it will be conceded that it is no longer a residential thorough- 
fare, and with its grades, only the most substantial material 
unon which a strong foothold can be obtained should enter 
into the consideration. The element of noise is to my mind, 
not so essential as durability and permanency, upon this street. 
North street must be considered as a separate proposition and 
the elimination of noise should be seriously considered in deal- 
ing with it. Some of us condemn certain paving as being 
slippery, and while this may be a serious objection in some 
locations, it does not appear to be a valid one on a street so 
nearly level as our principal business section now occupies. 
All pavings are more or less slippery, but as applied to level 
sections I apprehend the argument is somewhat far-fetched. 
Nearly every man has his own particular notions on this sub- 
ject. | have mine. We should be willing, however, to concede 
that the other fellow may have some good basis for his opin- 
ion although it differs from our own. We should not stand 
in the position of obstructionists if we do not all think alike. 
The main point is to pave. Pave with something. Pave this 
vear. The details are up to vou gentlemen, to settle. 

We are now face to face with a proposition as to where 
we shall put down the paving, and I submit for your consid- 
eration the business way of settling this matter as it appeals 
to me. It is generally conceded that West street should re- 
‘ceive attention from the depot to North street; North street 
of course, as far as our appropriation will allow. Aside from 
these two streets the question seems to have had but little pub- 
lic discussion. I submit that Clapp avenue, from the freight 
house to West street: South street from Backus corner to 
North, Bank row and Park place to the cross walk in front 
of the court house; Fenn street to Pearl; Depot street to the 
freight depot meeting the Clapp avenue works; a section of 
Columbus avenue as well as School street from the fire station, 
are all locations that should be fully weighed and determined 
in the final decision. A rough estimate would indicate that 
most of the above stated locations could be covered and a 
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point reached on North street well toward if not quite to Wah- 
conah street. In determining a method of procedure, it ap- 
pears that masmuch as the matter is of such importance and 
magnitude, appealing to the pocketbooks of the taxpayers so 
directly, the question should be handled in such shape as to 
admit of public hearings before a special committee whose 
province it shall be to act in conjunction with the board of 
public works. A further proposal to have a special committee 
consisting of the mayor, two aldermen, two councilmen and 
two citizens, the latter to be selected by the mayor and ap- 
proved by the board of aldermen, to act in conjunction with 
the board of public works, this committee to have authority to 
finally determine all questions and let the contracts, also finds 
favor in my mind. Particular care must be exercised in deter- 
mining the correct material to meet the various conditions and 
requirements of the different streets and after this matter has 
been settled, there will come the placing of the contracts. 
While the practice of asking for competitive bids is often a 
very wise one, there should always be much thought given as 
to the quality of work required, and if the lowest bid is such 
as to leave a doubt as to the product to be obtained, there 
should be no hesitation in rejecting it. A precedent indicating 
the undesirability of always closing with the lowest bidder, 
has been already established in the recent building of the Ash- 
ley dam. Evidently the contract was placed at a price that 
was absolutely below the actual cost of a structure suitable for 
the purpose, and the consequent annovance on account of the 
failure of the contractors to complete the works might have 


been attended with serious as well as costly results. A repe- ` 


tition of this experience is undesirable to say the least. In 
dealing with this matter, I believe it is the point of wisdom 
to make haste slowly in these important details. Then again 
the particular surface that can be put down for the fewest 
dollars, may not be the cheapest in the end. We are to build 
for the future and if necessary a few extra dollars on the 
start, should not be allowed to stand in the way of securing 
the best material, considered not only from the standpoint of 
first cost, but permanency, ease of repair, and general factors. 
In this connection the question may arise as to what part of 
this work the street railway people may be called upon to per- 
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form. While not professing for a moment to give any legal 
opinion upon this subject, I find that the Berkshire Street 
Railway company in the order granting them locations have 
agreed to the following: 

“6. The said company shall pave, macadamize or harden 
in such manner and with such materials as the board of alder- 
men shall direct, the whole line of said location or any part 
thereof, between the rails and for a space of 18 inches outside 
of each rail of the said track and shall keep the same in good 
repair to the opproval of the board of aldermen. And if after 
said paving, macadamizing or hardening is done and approved 
as provided in this condition, the city shall determine to pave, 
macadamize or harden any street or to alter the paving, 
macadamizing or hardening of any street, and a change shall 
be directed in the material of the paving, macadamizing or 
hardening of any street or streets through which said loca- 
tion is granted, said company shall make such change in its 
paving, macadamizing or hardening as said board shall direct. 

It is evident that this is not likely to help us to any great 
extent in any paving that may be done this year. 

I find no such favorable proposition in the order granting 
the Pittsfield street railway a second track location on North 
and West streets, in the following as amended by the board 
of aldermen April 20, 1901, condition No. 4, reads: 

“4. Said company shall pave the spaces included between 
the rails and to a width of 18 inches beyond its outermost 
rails with suitable cobble stone paving, except that upon said 
West street and on North street, between the corner of West 
and North street, and Union street, said company shall pave 
the spaces included between its rails and to a width of 18 
inches beyond its outermost rails with suitable granite block 
paving and keep the same in repair to the satisfaction of said 
board.” 

In an agreement made with the city on April 1, Igor, 
aside from agreeing to keep the granite block paving on West 
and North streets in permanent repair, the company further 
covenants in the fourth article of the agreement to pave, 
macadamize or harden the spaces between rails and for a space 
18 inches beyond its outermost rails with such material as 
shall be adopted by the city, for its permanent paving on lo- 
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cations granted to the company, north of Union street as far 
as Wahconah street. 

In the event of the adoption of paving on North street 
of material other than granite blocks, it is my firm opinion 
that the portions of the surface now covered by the Pittsfield 
company should be made to correspond with the material to 
be used on the other portions of the street. It would appear 
trom the extracts quoted above that the company have paved 
as agreed, but believing the company to be composed of public 
spirited citizens who are interested in the welfare of the city as 
well as the welfare of their own enterprise, I anticipate the 
city’s representatives will have no serious difficulty in arriv- 
ing at a just and equitable arrangement with them whereby 
the paving may be made to conform on lower North as well 
as bevond Union street. 

I have dwelt upon this matter at some length and have 
endeavored to point out some of the details which have oc- 
curred to me as important. I make no claim to having made 
a thorough diagnosis of the case and there will doubtless 
arise many problems which have not even been hinted at in 
this message. Urging upon vou the importance of a most 
searching investigation into the merits of the different pav- 
ing materials and the exercise of vour best judgment after due 
reflection, I am content to leave the matter to the intelligent 
consideration I have no doubt vou will accord it. 


LIGHTING. 


While the tv is now lighted under a five-year contract 
which will not expire for four years, vet it appears that all 
vestiges of provincialism were not obliterated when the con- 
tract was accepted in behalf of the city. Criticism has been 
freely offered as to the present system and it may be advisable 
to seek such revision of the contract as will result in the burn- 
ing of the arc lights in some of the more important resi- 
dential and business districts throughout the night. The sys- 
tem of running the lights by the almanac is not a satisfactory 
one, though I surmise it was adopted from economical motives. 
There are moonlight nights in the winter season when lights 
are not essential, but when the many trees lining most of our 
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streets are wearing their full complement of summer cloth- 
Ing, the lights are sadly needed although the moon may be 
shining Dbrightlv on the tree tops. An all night service in 
certain sections should be established and the almanac system 
discarded. 


BURBANK PARK. 


In every particular, except possibly the acceptance of the 
alt, the citizens of the city seem to have been very negligent 
in taking any steps looking toward the successful develop- 
ment of this beautifully located “touch of nature” that should 
make us all akin. 

As a people we owe a debt of gratitude to the memory of 
the donor of this park, which has been but poorly repaid, by 
any action on our part. With the outstretching of the trolley 
in this direction, it is not only fitting but incumbent that we 
make a start in adapting this plot to the uses for which it was 
intended. 

With the other large expenditures which are upon us, I 
would not infer that any large appropriation be made for the 
purpose of development this year, but I am firmly of the opin- 
ion that it 1s high time to begin to show appreciation of this 
splendid gift by adopting some suitable plans for its improve- 
ment and making at least a start at the development this year. 

It has been fittingly said that opportunity usually calls 
during business hours and I trust this opportunity will not 
be longer neglected even though we have other pressing busi- 
ness matters also claiming our attention. I 


AUDITING ACCOUNTS. GR 


It is generallv conceded in private business enterprises, 
that a disinterested and competent auditor should be obtained 
to make a reliable audit ot the financial transactions each year. 
Our present system of auditing important accounts seems to 
me a faulty one. This is usually done by a committee, who 
seldom devote sufficient time to make any sort of an investiga- 
tion of the methods obtaining in the different departments, 
and I submit that a careful and intelligent audit cannot be 
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made by any committee in casually glancing over a few pages 
of the books of entry and that in a few moments of time. 

It is recommended that a suitable ordinance be drafted in 
this connection and the services of a competent accountant 
obtained to make a careful audit of the city’s accounts each 
year making detailed report to the city council. Preferably 
such accountant should be a non-resident. 


FRANCHISES. 


What may be asked of this year’s board in the way ol 
granting concessions for public utilities is largely a matter of 
conjecture at this time. It is fitting, however, that we con- 
sider such requests as among the possibilities with more or 
less prospect of becoming probable. We have had a deal 
of experience in the past few years, and should therefore be 
sufficiently advanced in our schooling to put our past exper- 
lence to practical as well as profitable use. It is well for us 
to remember that public concessions for private purposes, al- 
though designed to accomplish beneficial results to the public 
at large have value. I refer more particularly to the street 
railways in treating this subject, and I am giving utterance 
to no new facts in saying that such privileges as have been 
more or less freely granted in this city for the asking, are con- 
sidered in some places of sufficient value to command good 
prices. Let my meaning be clear in this connection, for I do 
not wish to imply that all such privileges should command a 
price. It is to be recognized that the development of the city, 
through these channels is a factor that must at all times be 
taken into account. Recognizing also that infant industries 
need a great deal of nursing to pull them through to healthy 
and profitable existence, I certainly would not deem it ad- 
visable to put a price on such franchises as would in any 
way retard or impede their proper development as public 
servitors. On the other hand it hardly appears equitable that 
concessions of public rights should be employed only as a 
means to private affluence. None will question the justice of 
private capital being fairly recompensed in the way of divi- 
-= dends, for the risk assumed in the investment. Neither have 
we any quarrel with a fair compensation in the way of sal- 
aries for the judicious management of vast interests. With 


the street railways still as an illustration, it would appear to 
be a logical conclusion, that after such enterprises have had 
the use of our thoroughfares without cost, through the period 
of infancy, and have from the general patronage of the pub- 
lic acquired a place of stability and financial success; when in 
short they have reached that acme of business which entitles 
them to the distinction of being known as dividend payers, 
not only paying the entire percentage allowable by law, but 
good salaries as well and with a possible surplus appearing 
on the horizon, then I maintain, it is a tenable and logical 
conclusion that some percentage of the profits of such enter- 
prises, might well be used to lessen the burden of taxation of 
all our people. In my opinion a suitable provision might be 
readily incorporated in such grants as we may be asked to 
make as would eventually: result in some small way in re- 
munerating the city for the valuable privileges granted. 

Steam roads own their right of way by purchase, entail- 
ing enormous investments upon which dividends must be paid 
from the earnings. I submit, then, that our street rights are 
valuable. Is it then an unfair proposition that the public 
treasury be somewhat reimbursed from the surplus earnings 
of such enterprises as derive their rights to make earnings 
from the concessions we have granted, and that at a time in 
their career when such action would cripple neither their effi- 
ciency nor earning capacity ? 


FINANCIAL. 


I shall not intrude upon your time this morning with a 
formidable array of figures but enough to show where we are 
at, 1s imperative. Nearly every new administration has been 
hampered in its progress by a legacy left by its predecessor 
in the shape of temporary loans that have become necessary 
to run the city during the last months of the year. This was 
true last year and it was true this. Out of the money to be 
raised by taxation this year, there is an indebtedness of $65,- 
ooo, which must be paid. Besides raising sufficient funds to 
weet our necessary appropriations this year, we must also 
raise this $65,000 to meet deficiencies which are not properly 
chargeable to this administration, but when a taxpayer sees 
the rate upon his bill, he will undoubtedly fail to remember 
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that a possible advance in the rate is due to the payment 
oi joans with which the present administration has nothing 
to do and in a majority of cases he will generously give the 
"us the full benefit of having caused all the increase. As a 
matter of iact the rate is of comparatively small importance, 
being governed entirely by the valuation placed upon 
our taxable properties. High valuations tend toward 
a low rate. Low valuations to a high rate. In either 
event the net result to the taxpayer is the same in 
dollars and cents. The low cost then is dependent upon the 
appropriations in making which the utmost care and judg- 
ment must be exercised. It is mv opinion, however, that the 
appropriation should be made sufficient this year to pay the 
temporary loans now outstanding, together with the necessary 
appropriations to run the city to the end of the fiscal year, 
even if it is at the expense of an increased rate. 

A certain amount of taxes cannot possibly be collected so 
as to be of avail during the year in which they are assessed, 
and in considering the anticipated receipts this is a fact that 
may as well be looked squarely in the face at the outset. 

When it comes to determining the total amount of money 
to be raised the coming year, and the matter of anticipated 
receipts from other sources than direct taxation are put into 
the estimates, I submit as the only business proposition that 
will land us at the end of the vear without indebtedness in 
the shape of temporary loans to be handed over to our suc- 
cessors, that a reasonable reduction be made from these an- 
ticipated receipts as an offset, to the amount of 1903 taxes that | 
will inevitably remain uncollected at the end of the year. If 
we can turn over to the next administration a balance sheet 
free from temporary loans to be paid out of next vear’s taxes 
we shall have accomplished a praiseworthy piece of finan- 
ciering, which will certainly commend itself to our successors. 


The financial statement, approximated as nearly as pos- 
sible as of January I, is as follows: 


School debt funded, $258.000 oo 
Water debt funded, $200,000 oo 


Water debt floating, 71,734 71 


$271,734 71 
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Sewer debt funded, $160,000 oo 
Sewer debt floating, 240,000 OO 

$400,000 oo 
Making a total city debt of $929,734 71 


The total payments during the past year on the debt have 
been $41,000.00 and there will be paid $4,000 before the books 
close for the year. 

The city has no sinking fund at present, but the debt is 
being decreased by the following payments annually : 


School debt, $16,000 oo 
Water debt, 19,000 OO 
Sewer debt, 10,000 OO 
A total of $45,000 oo 


At this writing the outstanding temporary loans amount 
to $70,000, but there is a prospect that $5,000 of this will be 
paid off before the close of the fiscal year. Both the floating 
water and sewer debts should be funded June 1 next, and this 
will require an increase of from $20,000 to $25,000 in the 
amount to be annually raised to pay off the bonds. 

The annual reports of the treasurer and auditor will deal 
with these figures more in detail and my purpose in including 
them here is to give a practical basis for computation before 
the reports of these officials will be available. 


' Our debt limit based on the average valuations 


for the past three years is $395,479 52 
Against this limit the only debt applying, is the 
school debt of 258,000 oo 
Leaving a net borrowing capacity of $137,479 52 
Our limit of taxation for municipal expenses for 
1903 is $196,094 28 


We have an asset in the shape of outstanding taxes 
amounting to $70,000, most of which is collectable but is not 
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available at the moment. There is also $2,500 in uncollectea 
sewer and sidewalk assessments. 

There are several suits pending against the city which 
are likely to have a bearing on the finances. These will be 
treated in detail in the coming report of the city solicitor and 
will be brought to your attention in the regular course of 
events. 


DEPARTMENTS. 


A casual inquiry fails to reveal any extraordinary ex- 


penditures in the different departments of the city which are: 


imperative this year though improvements will be needed in 
the near future in several. I apprehend therefore that we will 
be called upon for about the usual appropriations to meet the 
current needs, so far as the running of the ordinary depart- 
mental business is concerned. 

In the police department, I find in view of the constant- 
ly and rapidly increasing population; the extending, number 
of amusement resorts; the greater number of cars now being 
run on the street railways, as well as the necessity of con- 
stantly increasing the territorial limits of the patrol service, 
a demand exists for more permanent patrolmen. This ever 
increasing demand upon the department to respond to calls 
so various, would seem to indicate that some system of quick 
communication should be adopted whereby a patrolman from 
any beat could be reached at short notice, and in cases of 
emergency the entire force could be mobilized or assigned to 
special service without delay. I find a recommendation in 
the last report of the chief of police touching upon this sub- 
ject and you are referred to that report when making your 
investigations into the needs of the department. 

In the fire department I do not find that we shall be called 
upon to furnish new apparatus just now, but with the ten- 
dency to build skyward, it will not be a great while before 
there will be a demand for more practical apparatus especial- 
ly adapted to service in higher buildings. I would suggest a 
searching investigation into the efficiency of the department 
and its equipment. 

“The poor we have always with us” and while I have 
not had sufficient time to make any extended research into the

methods employed in this department I shall expect the com- 
mittee to familiarize themselves with the details and report to 
this body at an early date. 

Our hope of the future is based upon the work of our 
schools, and the results obtained are dependent upon the man- 
agement of the committee and the employment of competent 
teachers. If competent teachers are to be secured, they must 
be well paid. I have been informed, perhaps not altogether 
creditably, that salaries are smaller here than in other cities, 
and there is a consequent tendency to look to other fields for 
more lucrative situations. 

If such a condition exists in fact, I believe I voice the 
sentiment of the community in saying that a speedy remedy 
should be applied, that we want the best, and in order to get 
what we want we are willing to give a fair return. In my 
opinion this is the wrong place to begin to put in practice what 
I believe would be a misdirected econoiny. 

I have referred to some of the salient features in con- 
nection with these departments, without extending either 
criticism or praise, for the purpose of calling to the attention 
of the committees who may have to deal with them, that there 
is work for all to do, and your committee duties should not 
end with the printing of your names in the city manual. I 
wish to emphasize the importance of committee work, par- 
ticularly in learning the methods and detail in each depart- 
ment, so that an intelligent report may be had from any 
committee at short notice. Any committee is likely to be 
called upon without special warning for a report, and when 
one is needed, it should be comprehensive and authentic. 


CONCLUSION. 


In concluding this address I am constrained to drop a 
note of suggestion to the citv officials, whose province it is to 
make reports on the various departments. 

Our annual register is getting to be a formidable docu- 
ment. It contains an amount of detail that I think could be 
well dispensed with, although a large amount is absolutely 
necessary, in order to convey intelligent information as to 
our transactions. My admonition to all is to cut it down as 
much as possible without sacrificing important matters. A 
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consequent saving in printer's bills would necessarily result. 

With the added admonition that our functions as city off- 
cials are not merely ornamental, I bespeak your co-operation 
in all that pertains to the welfare of the municipality in which 
we have a pardonable pride, and may it be our fixed purpose 
to so conduct affairs as to merit a verdict of approval from 
our fellow citizens.

School Committee’s Report. 


To the Mayor and City Council of Pittsfield: 


Gentlemen:—In the report of the School Committee for 1901 
occurs this sentence, “If we live and have faith we shall yet see 
the kindergarten as the foundation of our public school system, 
even in Pittsficld.” Verily faith has removed a mountain, and 
the next year brought forth an appropriation for the kindergar- 
ten. But with faith work was necessary, and for that we are in- 
debted to Mrs. Wm. L. Adam and a few more good citizens who 
gave several years of unremitting labor to this project. ‘The 
corner stone of this department is laid, now let us test it for a 
short time by instructing the teachers of all schools into which 
graduates of the kindergarten shall come, to closely watch them 
and report to the Superintendent their opinions as to the in- 
fluence upon the children of their kindergarten experience. 

The faith and work have been so fruitful in one respect, that 
I quote a sentence immediately following the above quotation: 
“We shall some day have manual training, in proper and effec- 
tive form, enter into the outfit for life that we give our boys 
and girls,” and then the report speaks of a Cooking School and a 
Gymnasium. ‘The idea is to add physical education to mental 
education, or rather to teach the mind and body how to work 
together and help each other, to teach children how to apply all 
their intellectual faculties to their daily work and play. ‘This 
makes the difference between a workman who mechanically 
copies a model or follows a rule, and an artist whose work comes 
out of his own brain and heart. 

About 1893 the city suddenly awoke to the fact that it must 
have at least four new, large and expensive schoolhouses. It at 
last realized that the town and city had for several years neg- 
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lected to perform a fundamental duty; had wilfully shut their 
eyes to the fact that their school children were not properly or 
decently housed; that all this work, which should have been done 
at intervals during the six or seven preceding years, must all be 
done at once. When the city at last thoroly realized these facts, 
it at once proceeded to apply the remedy with great vigor, and 
the result was four noble, beautiful schoolhouses of which it is 
and may well be very proud. What is our condition now? 

Every good citizen is, each in his peculiar way, striving to in- 
crease the prosperity of the city. This united cffort has 
achieved success. Never in all its grand history has it gained 
so rapidly in business and population as during the last two 
years, and apparently this prosperity is built on a sure founda- 
tion. One of the certain blessings of prosperity is a great in- 
crease of little children, and one of the blessings of such in- 
crease of children is more schoolhouses. Shall we wait, as be- 
fore, and have to build four or five at once, or build one this 
year, Which is sorely needed at Orchard Street, and one next 
vear? 

Ponder a moment upon this extract from the report of 1900, 
somewhat abbreviated: At the junction of Orchard and First 
Streets is a building whose exterior and interior presents hardly 
an inviting feature. The light is very poor; the benches are 
both ugly and uncomfortable; the dingy and battered walls are 
far from inspiring to inmates; the dresing rooms are too small; 
the sanitary condition: of the closets is not what it should be, 
though recently improved; in cold nights the janitor has to 
keep up steam at high pressure and open all the faucets to pre- 
vent pipes from freezing; about 120 tons of coal are used to 
heat the Orehard Street and Training Schools, and the amount 
of water wasted has been enormous; the boilers are venerable 
(one of them thirty years old, and the other a relic of the old 
High School). This was a moderate picture two years ago; time 
has only darkened it. The population has increased most large- 
Jy in the Morningside district. A new schoolhouse at Orchard 
Street would be properly located to relieve the pressure at 
Momuneside and remove a schoolhouse which is a disgrace to 
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the city. It cannot be avoided long. Why not do it now? 
Within a very short time there will have to be another school- 
house somewhere in the southeast part of the city. Why not 
build the first one at once? In this connection we refer you to 
the last report to emphasize our opinion (therein stated) of the 
manner of erecting our next schoolhouse. 

I venture to express my individual opinion in closing, that, 
having been on this Board seven of the last ten years, I have 
mever known so complete co-operation between the Committee, 
the Superintendent, the teachers and pupils as during the last 
year, and consequently have never seen so satisfactory work 
done by our schools.

Superintendent's Report. 


Le A 


o the Sehool Committee ¢ 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit my ninth annual re- 
port, the twelfth of the School Department of the City of Pitts- 
field, the thirty-fifth in our series of Superintendent's reports. 

The year just closed has been in several directions notable for 
progress in our school system. The kindergarten has been es- 
tablished, expert supervision of physical culture has been pro- 
vided, the evening school has been greatly strengthened and 
improved, teachers’ salaries have been advanced, and various. 
other betterments have been effected. 


I. 


INSTRUCTION. 


KINDERGARTENS. 


At the request of the School Committee the City Council ap- 
propriated $1,000 for the establishment and maintenance of 
kindergartens as a part of our school system. The Pittsfield 
Kindergarten Association, which had maintained a kindergarten 
at Russell’s by public subscription since September, 1895, voted 
to turn over to the City its equipment, worth about $200, and 
the School Committee voted to establish an additional kinder- 
garten at the Fenn Street building, these two points being so lo- 
cated as to accommodate the largest number. A principal and an 
assistant have been employed for each of these kindergartens, 
and the attendance at cach has been large and regular. It is 
to be hoped that this valuable auxiliary to our school work will 
be extended to other parts of the City. 
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The kindergartens have been fortunate in the continued de- 
votion to their interests shown by Mrs. William L. Adam, to 
whose efforts the establishment of public kindergartens in Pitts- 
field is chiefly due, and who has bestowed upon them the most 
careful and helpful superviscn without compensation. In 
connection with this work, she and the kindergartens have 
been very generous of time and effort in planning and encour- 
aging in the primary grades more systematic exercises designed 
to cultivate manual skill. 


PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


We have for many years required calisthenics, or physical 
culture exercises, in our schools. These exercises have, how- 
ever, been less intelligent and less systematic than was desir- 
able, except in those cases where the teachers had received 
special training im physical culture as a part of normal school 
work or thru outside instruction. In the summer of 1896, 
Miss Nash, from the Emerson College at Boston, devoted sev- 
eral weeks to our schools in the interest of elocution and physi- 
eal culture according to the Emerson system. She aroused 
much enthusiasm and gave so much help to our teachers that I 
regretted exceedingly the unwillingness of the Committee to 
emplov her asa regular supervisor of these subjects. Her work, 
however, had a lasting influence. 

As a result of the agitation of this subject in the Committee 
near the close of last year, the City Council made a small ap- 
propriation, to be expended in promoting physical culture in 
our schools. After considering various plans for the most effec- 
tive use of this appropriation, the Committee arranged with Miss 
Jessie A. Clapp of this city to devote her mornings to the sup- 
ervision of this work, and she entered upon her duties in May. 
The results have been very satisfactory from the first. She has 
not only awakened an interest among teachers and pupils, 
but has held numerous teachers’ meetings for the purpose of 
making all phases of the subject familiar. Her enthusiasm and 
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manner of presenting and supervising the exercises have com- 
mended themselves to all concerned. 

The specific benefits derived have been recognized by nearly 
all of our teachers. The following statement by one of our 
principals is in accord with the reports received from nearly all 
of our schools: 

“The exercises in physical culture are restful to our pupils, espe- 
cially if taken after a long pericd of study, and thoy are usually 
followed by a keener mental activity. As a result of these exercises 
teachers are able to secure more prompt and decidedly better atten- 
tion in all of their classes. The pupils take better pcsitions, both 
standing and sitting, than heretcfore, and there has heen a marked 
improvement in the carriage of many of them at all times.” 


The teachers find also that the pupils are more prompt in 
obedience and show more self-control than heretofore. Less 
awkardness and fewer stooping shoulders are noticed, and in 
many ways a more cheerful, vigorous, and wholesome person- 
ality has been cultivated. 


MANUAL SKILL. 


For years we have recognized that our course of study was 
incomplete in that it made no provision for training in manual 
skill, except the work in drawing and writing. While these 
contribute to the child's development much more than we are 
accustomed to think, and while they are capable of giving much 
more manual culture than t hey usually do. they are limited in 
their range and become so automatic in practice that they seem 
to belong to the mental rather than the manual acquisitions of 
the child. They do not provide such manual training as will 
throw the emphasis on the work of the hands rather than on the 
work of the brain. Lack of money and difficulty of selecting 
exercises that seemed feasible without shops and special teach- 
ers have prevented heretofore the introduction of systematic 
manual training in our schools. It has also seemed unsatisfac- 
tory to make training in manual skill a matter of one or two 
higher grades only. The recent attention to weaving, basket 
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making, and kindred arts general thruout the country seeins to 
open a way for the introduction of simple and inexpensive ex- 
ercises that will meet our requirements and without much ex- 
pense of time or money give this phase of education a recog- 


nized place in our ‘course of study. 
GRADE STUDIES. 


The course of study as outlined in the Annual Report for 
1901 has worked well in practice, altho it is too early to deter- 
mine fully its effects upon the graduates of the grammar school 
course. Some adjustments in the treatment of some of the sub- 
jects may be found desirable, and possibly the time assigned to 
some of the subjects may require revision. I believe that the 
changes made were improvements. 

Mathematics.—The use of a book in the hands of the pupils 
has heen recommended in the second and third grades, it being 
left to the teachers, however, to accomplish the preseribed 
course hv such means as they find by experience most effective. 
The course is now followed as outlined. Tornbrook’s Concrete 
Geometry, supplied to the eighth grade, has been found pecu- 
harly adapted to the needs of the pupils. 

Reading. —Ballard’s Translation of the Aeneid has been sup- 
plied to the ninth grade, and has been used during the fall 
term. <As Vergil and the Aeneid are amony the topics in the 
Geography of History and Literature studied during the fall 
term, the introduction of this book co-ordinates the reading 
with some of the topics and with much of the spirit of this 
work in history and literature. The story as translated is at- 
tractive as reading matter, and at the same time gives the pu- 
pus a very profitable introduction to ancient history and 
the mythology and spirit which make the study of the classies 
so valuable. Whoever has read the Aeneid intelligently has an 
acquisition: which signifies much in culture and outlook. I be- 
heve it would be well if our whole course in reading were based 
more largely on complete masterpieces of literature. 1 know of 
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no other course so likely to secure intelligent. thoughtful, and 
elevating reading. 

Spelling.—The publication, under the title “Spelling and 
Word Building,” of the list of words and phonic exercises so 
long used in Grades LIT. and its adoption by the Committee 
for use in our schools have placed in the hands of the pupils in 
those grades material for study which has heretofore been in the 
hands of the teachers only and in much less convenient form. 
At the opening of the fall term the list of about 2500 words 
used in the fourth year was revised and reprinted. We have 
now in convenient form a list of words for all our grades and 
each teacher is expected to select from the subjects taught such 
additional words as are found to require special attention. 

The spelling class, as it is usually called, is a good place in 
which to learn all about words—their spelling, their composi- 
tion, their analysis, their syllabication, their pronunciation, 
their meanings, their svnonyms, and their correct use. This 
seems fundamental not only to correct spelling, but to freedom 
In expression, oral and written, in language work and reading, 
and in the absorption of knowledge from other studies. Jn or- 
der to read, at least to read intelligently, the pupils must learn 
the words to bə read. but many words may occur in reading 
which do not call for mastery by the pupils. It seems clear, 
therefore, that the main word study should be based on carefully 
selected lists, such as properly constructed spelling books pro- 
vide, and careful tests have shown that a definite and properly 
selected list of words is an importnat. instrument in learning to 
spell. It has been shown that, other things being equal, schools 
using such lists secure better results than those where words are 
selected with less care. 

The study of phonics has been found an effective means of 
securing good spelling, and it is at the same time a very elfec- 
tive means of securing correct pronunciation and clearness of 
utterance in reading and speaking. The pronunciation of sylla- 
bles is essential to clear ideas of the elements composing words 
and should be required, The division into syllables must be 
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learned if pupils are to divide words correctly at the ends of 
lines in writing. While some object to this division, the only 
reason for the objection seems to be fear that the words will be 
written in this form outside of the spelling class. This may 
possibly happen to some extent among the very young children, 
but it does not appear to be a matter of importance. We have 
required the pronunciation of syllables for many years, and the 
words are divided into syllables in the spelling books that we 
use, but I have never noticed in the written work of our pupils 
any difficulty in this direction. 

There is in some quarters also objection to diacritical marks 
to indicate pronunciation. It may be unnecessary and undesir- 
able to require much reproduction of diacritical marks by pupils, 
but unless they know what these marks mean they can not use 
their dictionaries intelligently. As each pupil above the third 
grade is provided with a dictionary, he should be able to learn 
from it pronunciation of words as well as their spelling and 
meaning. We have found the use of dictionaries in the hands 
of pupils very profitable. A judicious use of diacritical marks 
before the dictionary is put into the hands of the pupils would 
be justified even as a preparation for the use of a dictionary. 

The amount of time devoted to spelling in our schools aver- 
ages a little over half an hour a day, and above the lowest grade 
the number of words assigned averages from ten to twenty a 
day. It is claimed by some that not more than ten words should 
be assigned for a lesson, and that fifteen or twenty minutes a 
day devoted to spelling would secure as good results, but this is 
not the experience of our teachers. Some seem to measure their 
success in teaching spelling by the number of misspelled words 
corrected. A Letter aim is such teaching as will prevent mis- 
spelling. 

Language and Grammar,— As in spelling we aim to secure a 
fundamental and generally available knowledge of words, so in 
language and grammar we are aiming at such a fundamental and 
practical familiarity with the laws and usages of language that 
our pupils will express their thoughts naturally, easily, and

effectively, The plan of devoting the third term of the eighth 
year to exercises in expression with only such references to the 
text-book in grammar as special difticulties require has been more 
successful and more easy in practice than our teachers antici- 
pated. During the spring term a list of common errors in the 
use of English prepared by Supt. B. C. Gregory of Trenton, N. 
J. was considered by our teachers with a view to locating more 
definitely the difficulties to be overcome in teaching this sub- 
ject. 


Information and Culture —The work in Domestie Science 
provided by the new course for Grade IN. was first undertaken 
during the fall term, Wilson's “Domestic Science in Elementary 
Schools” being placed in the hands of the teachers as the basis 
of instruction. The experiment seems to have been snecessful, 
The pupils have been interested, and their thoughts have been 
turned toward this important subject in such a wav that they 
are likely to be much mere intelligent and eareful in the mat- 
ters thus brought to their notice. In a wav this subject sup- 
plements and enforces the instruction in physiology and hy- 
mene. 


Countries and Peoples. —Nbout the middle of the winter term 
Morion’s Elementary and Advanced Gcograplies were substi- 
tuted for the text-books in use, the grading of the hooks and the 
general plan of work remaining unchanged. It appears to me 
that many of the recent text-books in this subject attempt to 
cover too many details and to treat too fully some of the topics 
naturally related to this study but hardly essential to a fair ele- 
mentary acquaintance with the earth and its inhabitants. By 
Whatever means it is attained, the result of a study of geogra- 
phy ought to be a good picture of the world as it appears on the 
maps of the several countries, with the location of the most 
striking natural features and sneh places and boundaries as 
are most likely to he noticed in reading and in current discus- 
sions. If too much time is devoted to the general but unlo- 
cated features of gesgraphical knowledge or the separate and in- 
dividual topics out of which, in a sense, geography is built, the 
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minds of the children are likely to remain confused as to the 
great geographical features of the world. They may. get to- 
gether the materials out of which a knowledge of geography 
might be built. but they seem likely to possess it in the form 
of materials rather than in the form of a well planned and well 
built structure. I suspect that the next advance in the making 
of geographical text-books will be in the direction of les detail 
in generalities and more co-ordination of what and where. 


Penmanship.—Vhe prevalence of backhand in the first six: 
grades is noticeable, and on the whole I am not sure that our 
teachers and pupils write as well as they did before the vertical 
text-books were introduced. Several of our teachers have ex- 
pressed themselves as favoring the uniform use of one system or 
the other thru all the grades. While some of our schools are 
paving considerable attention to movement as the basis of pen- 
manship, less emphasis is laid on this phase of the work than 
seems desirable. 

Drawing and Musie —While there has been no special change 
m the line of work in drawing, Mr. Denison feels especially 
gratified at the improvement of the pupils in this branch. At 
the recommendation of the Supervisor of Music, the Committee 
has placed the Model Musie Course Primer in the hands of the 
pupils of Grade IT. l 


CLOSING EXERCISES OF THE GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 


The closing exercises of the ninth grade occurred at the High 
School Auditorium at 7.30 P. M., Friday, June 27, 1902. As 
usual the program related to topics studied in the grammar 
erades, and was this year devoted mainly to extracts from 
Shakspere and selections illustrating the career of Napoleon. 
The exercises interested the large audience present and formed 
a pleasant and profitable conclusion of the nine years’ work ac- 
complished by the pupils. In presenting the certificates, Dr. 
Mercer, the representative of the School Committee, favored the 
pupils with many valuable suggestions as to their future efforts 
and achievements.

The schools opened October 21, 1901. The Stearnsville 
School continued for five evenings and the schools at Russell 
and Center to the end of the fall term. The Drawing School 
was closed February 27, 1902. The attendance at the Drawing 
School was better than for the preceding year. 


The small attendance at the evening schools for several years 
past has raised the question whether the schools were worth 
maintaining, and under the conditions existing it seemed that if 
the schools were to be maintained at all their character should 
be radically changed. 
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A new element entered into the situation last fall which is 
set forth in the following extract from the Statutes: 


Acts of 1902. Chap. 183, Sec. 1. 


While a public evening school is maintained in the city or town in 
which any minor who is over fourteen years of age and who does 
not have a certificate signed by the superintendent of schools, or by 
the school committee, or by some person acting under authority 
chereof, certifying to the minor’s ability to read at sight and write 
legibly simple sentences in the English language resides, no person 
shal] employ him and no parent, guardian or custodian shall permit 
him to be employed unless he is a regular attendant at such evening 
school or at a day school. * * * Whoever employs a minor in vio- 
lation of the provisions of tnis section shall forfeit not more than 
one hundred dollars for each offence. * * * A parent, guardian, or 
custodian who permits a minor under his control to be employed in 
violation of the provisions of this section shall forfeit not more than 
twenty dollars. 


This provision of the Statutes required employed minors over 
fourteen years of age to have a certificate from the Superintend- 
ent of Schools showing ability to read at sight and write legi- 
bly simple sentences in the English language. Notices to mi- 
nors and their employers were distributed in October, and the 
Superintendent’s office was kept open every evening until the 
large number of those applying for certificates were accommo- 
dated. As had been expected, very few of the applicants failed 
to secure the required certificates. In fact, the ability to read 
and write shown by most of those examined was very gratifying 
and justifies the belief that our schools have accomplished ex- 
cellent results during the attendance of these applicants. The 
examination attracted general attention to the importance of 
elementary education, and doubtless awakened a desire for 
learning on the part of many who had been either indifferent or 
unconscious of their deficiencies. The grading of the 906 ap- 
plicants when they left school was as follows:

In view of all the conditions, it seemed to the Committee on 
Evening Schools desirable to change the character of the even- 
ing school instruction by making provision not only for grade 
work, but also for such higher studies as relate directly to busi- 
ness affairs. In accordance with this rule, the following circu- 
lar was issued and widely distributed: 


MECHANICAL AND COMMERCIAL EVENING SCHOOL 


` The School Committee desires to offer to those wishing to avail 
themselves of such opportunities, evening classes of a higher grade 
than has been customary. The Committee has in mind to provide 
competent instruction in the following groups of subjects: 


Mechanical and Freehand Drawing. 

Shorthand and English, probably with Typewriting. 
Bookkeeping and Business Arithmetic,

ance will be expected as a condition of continuing membership in the 
classes. The classes will open November 3, at the High School. 

All persons desiring to avail ithemselves of such opportunities are 
requested to make known to the Superintendent of Schools, or to 
some member of the Committee on Evening Schools, either person- 
ally or by mail, what studies they wish to pursue, stating what grades 
in the day schools they have completed or in what other ways they 
have prepared themselves to take up the desired studies.

The plan was even more successful than the Committee had 
expected and compelled the employment of a larger number of 
teachers than had been contemplated. The following were en- 
gaged and have continued to the present time:

The average membership for the fall term was 290; the aver- 
age altendance, 242; and the per cent. of attendance, 82. The 
number in regular attendance has been considerably less than 
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the number enroled. This was expected by the Committee, 
and the number of those who have maintained a regular attend- 
ance has been exceedingly satisfactory. The genuine earnest- 
nes and interest of those attending has been shown by the ex- 
cellent order that has prevailed practically without any disci- 
plinary measures on the part of the teachers. Another gratify- 
ing feature of the school has been the large attendance of for- 
eigners above the compulsory age who have desired to learn the 
English language. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


From 1894 to 1901, the membership of the High School 
steadily approximated 220. The average membership for the 
year ending June, 1902, was 256, and the present membership is 
274. About one-sixth of the pupils are taking the Business 
Course, the proportion being nearly the same as last year. The 
percentage of attendance for 1902 was 96.35, the highest shown 
in the records of the school with the exception of the year 
1888-89, when it was 97.13. It is rather surprising, on the 
other hand, to find the number of cases of tardiness for the 
year 1201, an increase of 405, or about 50 per cent. over the 
preceding year, the average cases of tardiness per pupil being 
4.9 against 3.6 for the preceding year. It is to be hoped that 
the present year will show a decided improvement in this par- 
ticular. 

The gradnating exercises for pupils in the four-year courses 
were held in the High School Auditorium Thursday evening, 
June 26, 1902, when Mavor England presented the diplomas to 
six pupils in the Classical Course, twenty-one in the Scientific 
Course, and seventeen in the English Course. 

The graduating exercises of the Business Department were 
held Tuesday, June 24, 1902, at S P. M. Certificates were pre- 
sented to eight graduates by Mr. John R. Feeley, of the School 
Committee. The attendance was much larger than in the pre- 
ceding year, and the pupils acquitted themselves very creditably. 

In view of the insreased membership of the school and in or- 
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der to allow more time for laboratory work in the sciences, Miss 
Florence E. Jill, a graduate of Mt. Holyoke College, was added 
to the teaching force of the school at the beginning of the pres- 
ent year. ‘To facilitate the work in first year history, a sum- 
mary of the material for instruction is being printed for the use 
of the pupils. The printing of this outline has materially di- 
minished the labor of the teacher in charge of the subject and 
can not fail to facilitate the work of the pupils. i 

A series of high class entertainments managed by Principal 
Byram has not only continued to add to the pleasure and profit 
of the pupils and citizens, but has contributed to the art col- 
lection and to the reference library of the school. 

At the request of the pupils interested in athletics the Com- 
mittee provided baths with hot and cold water for their use by 
taking for that purpose the room in the basement originally set 
apart for the use of the janitor. This action of the Committee 
may furnish a useful precedent should it seem best to establish 
baths in the grade schools for the encouragement of cleanliness 
among the pupils as has been done in foreign countries and sev- 
eral cities in this country during the past few years. The inter- 
est in athletics and the success of physical culture exercises in 
the grades during the last year suggest the desirability of pro- 
viding in the High School a suitable gymnasium with apparatus 
for the use of all the pupils. ‘The omission of the gymnasium 
from the original plan of the High School would not be a se- 
rious impediment, as the room originally intended for manual 
training has been already used for play and athletic exercises. 
Were some desirable apparatus placed in the room and our pro- 
vision for physical culture extended to the High School, it would 
be, in my judgment, a desirable addition to the school’s equip- 
ment and opnortunities. 

The program of the graduating exercises and the names of 
the graduates follow the special report of the Principal, to 
which your attention is asked for further details. 


TRAINING SCHOOL. 


There was no graduating class last June, and the attention of 
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the Principal was given to improving the conditions of the 
school and the work of the regular teachers in charge of the 
rooms. Four candidates for the training class were admitted at 
the beginning of the fall term and are taking the prescribed 
course in preparation for teaching. To relieve a crowded con- 
dition of the lowest room of the Grammar School, a part of the 
fifth grade has been placed in the Training School. While this 
was done chiefly to secure better distribution of the pupils, it 
incidentally provides the Training School with an additional 
grade for observation and practice. 

Altho there was no graduating class, public exercises were 
held at the school in June, at which time an exhibition of 
school work was arranged. 

The general excellence of work has been maintained and in 
some respects improved during the year. 

For a more detailed statement of the work of the school, your 
attention is invited to the special report of the Principal. 


IMPROVEMENT OF TEACHERS. 


For the improvement of our teachers such meetings have been 
held during the year as seemed likely to be of the most benefit. 
The following interesting and helpful addresses have been given 
upon special invitation by the speakers named: 


January 9: Medial Penmanship in the Grammar Grades, Mr. A. W. 
. Clark, Boston. 


April 24: The Conquest of the Mississippi Valley, Hon. Joseph 
Tucker, Chairman of the School Committee. 


November 25: Virgil and the Aeneid, Mr. H. H. Ballard, Librarian 
of the Berkshire Athenaeum. 


December 3: Sicily and the Sicilians, Mr. William Stearns Davis. 


The thirty-sixth annual session of the Berkshire Teachers’ 
Association, held at the High School building, November 7, 
1902, furnished many valuable suggestions to our teachers. The 
problein of Mental Hygiene and Fatigue was discussed by Pro- 
fessor Will S. Monroe, of the Westfield Normal School, and Pro- 
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fessor William H. Burnham of Clark Univerity. The Study 
and Teaching of English in the High School was presented by 
Mr. D. O. S. Lowell, of the Roxbury Latin School, Boston; 
Methods in Nature Study by Mr. Charles B. Wilson, of the State 
Normal School, Westfield; English Literature by Mr. J. W. Mac- 
Donald, Agent of the State Board of Education; Psychology by 
Dr. Charles H. Thurber, of Boston. Other profitable addresses 
and exercises were given by various teachers of the county. 

April 10, an unusually interesting lecture on Birds was given 
to the pupils and teachers of the public schools at the High 
School Auditorium by Mr. Charles D. Kellogg, one of the lec- 
turers of the Kindergarten Course. The Auditorium was filled 
and the attention of the pupils was held without interruption 
to the close.

II. 
ATTENDANCE. 


During the school vear from September, 1901, to June, 1902, 
there were no unusual interruptions in the attendance. The 
record for the year was nearly as good as we have been able to 
secure for'a number of years past, the percentage being much 
better than for the two preceding years. As any irregularity of 
attendance interferes with the work of the absent pupil and any 
extended absence or irregularity places the pupil at a decided 
disadvantage, the general record for the year is very gratifying. 

There are many factors affecting regularity of attendance, 
among which contagious diseases, the weather, the extent of 
the district, and the grade of the pupils are perhaps the most 
prominent. In the percentage of attendance the Iligh School 
has usually made a better record than the grades, altho this has 
not always been the case. In the same way, schools having no 
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lower grades may be expected to have a better record of attend- 
ance than those which contain lower grades. 

In the past nine years six different schools, exclusive of the 
High School, have held the record for the highest percentage 
of attendance for one or more years, the Russell School having 
been at the head of the list for four of the nine years. For the 
last nine years fourteen different schools have appeared among 
the five having the highest percentage of attendance, each school 
appearing the number of times indicated:

REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


When the estimate of the necessary expenditures for the year 
was made the Committee hoped to diminish the cost of repairs 
and improvements for the year, believing that the condition of 
the buildings warranted this expectation. It is possible that 
the Committee did not sufficiently consider certain improvements 
under way which would have to be paid for out of the year’s ap- 
propriation. As a matter of fact, the expenditures for repairs 
and improvements have been somewhat larger than for the pre- 
ceding year. Possibly a rigid curtailing of expenses to absolute 
necessities might have made a more favorable showing finan- 
cially, but it would have deferred improvements of undeniable 
urgency. 

In the classification expenditures incurred in making good 
what has been injured or is worn out are classed as repairs, and 
expenditures for hetterments are classed as unprovements. In 
the following record, however, no distinction is made. The 
principal repairs and improvements of the several buildings 
were as follows: 


High School.—It having been found that the copper linings of the 
gutters on the east side of the building above the auditorium and 
from the east window of the chemical laboratory around the south 
side to the corresponding window on the west of the building 
was constantly developing leaks which could not easily be stopped, 
this lining was removed from the gutters and the copper was 
abandoned, the place where it had been being covered by tin follow- 
ing the regular slope of the roof and throwing the drip off from the 
eaves of the building. A part of the copper taken from the gutter 
was used to cover the capitals and railings over the front entrance 
and also the buttresses supporting the urns on the sides of the dor- 
mer window over the front entrance. This covering and the urns 
above, which had begun to crumble, were painted, and so are proba- 
bly well protected for some time to come. Storm doors have been 
provided for the south, west, and north entrances, thus protecting 
them against the weather and greatly lessening the cold admitted to

the building. A pin radiator has been placed in the stack leading 
to the library which might very properly have been placed there when 
the heating plant was installed. Coils for additional heating have 
been placed in the three first-floor rooms on the north side of the 
building, and in the first-floor room on the southwest corner. Some 
of the closet doors have been protected by copper sheathing to pre- 
vent the marring to which they are subjected by thoughtless pupils. 
The shrinkage of timbers having loosened the stair construction, the 
stairs from the basement to the third floor on both sides of the 
building have been raised and tightened, and at the same time the 
stairs on the north side were revarnished. Some plastering has 
been necessary in the men’s room and in the northeast room on the 
third floor. The walls defaced by leakage have been retinted in the 
chemical and physital laboratories and in various other parts of the 
building. Two shower baths with provision for hot and cold water 
have been provided in the room on the south side of the basement, 
originally partitioned off for the use of the janitor. It having been 
found that the lawn in front of the building was being treated as a 
part of the Common, a wire fence with iron posts was built along 
the edge of the terrace between the Common and the school lawn. 
One of the elm trees at the north of the lawn was removed and one 
of the maple trees on the east side of the grounds, and four new 
trees have been planted so as to leave a symmetrical arrangement 
of shade trees around the grounds. 


Training School.—The plastering in the rooms and halls having 
become unsafe, the south room on the first floor, the halls, the 
closets, and the Principal’s room were ceiled with Georgia pine to 
correspond with the other ceiling which had been previously found 
necessary. 


William B. Rice.—The iron from the old fire escape was found to 
be unavailable for any purpose required by the schools and was sold. 
A new fire escape, giving exit from the third and second floors, has 
been constructed on the front of the building so that it mars the ap- 
pearance of the building little if at all. From the balcony on the 
third floor stairways lead to the north and to the south on each side 
of the Winter Street entrance. The fire escape is substantial and 
will, it is hoped, be found adequate if occasion shall require its use. 
The basement floors available for play rooms have been concreted. 
The outside woodwork of the building was painted. There is still 
some difficulty in properly heating the third floor and the halls of 
this building. 


Fenn Street—The fence along the south side of the school prem- 
ises has been renewed. 
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Reifield.—The steps and stone work of the building have been re- 
painted as required. The fence on the north of the grounds has been 
painted. Elm trees have been set out in front of the building to 
balance the shade trees already growing. The desks in the two 
south rooms on the second floor have been refinished. 


Russell.—The steps at the east and west entrances of the building 
have been repaired. The windows were puttied as required, and the 
outside woodwork and tin were painted. The partition between the 
two rooms assigned to the teachers in front of the book room on 
the second floor was removed. The radiators were rearranged as re- 
quired. Boards of green lithoplate and three settees were provided. 
This gives the school a rather small but useful recitation room. 


Briggs.—The chimneys of this building need repointing, and, pos- 
sibly, partially relaying, which is likely. to be a matter of consider- 
able expense. 


Stearnsville-—A new board of green lithoplate and an additional 
settee have been provided for the recitation room. The basement 
play room on the girls’ side has been concreted. A new fire pot has 
been provided for one of the furnaces and a new door to replace one 
broken. Concrete has been laid around the building to throw water 
away from the basement walls. The reshingling of the building 
has been completed. The outside woodwork has been painted and 
stained. 


Pontoosuc.—The roof has been reshingled, and the closets at the 
rear of the building have been refloored. The front porch was re- 
floored and painted. 


Onota Street.—A new fuel bin was placed in the basement. 


Junction.—New window shades have been provided for the south 
room. 


Coltsville-—The building has been painted. 


During the year the attention of the Committee was called to the 
fact that the City owned considerable additional land to the north 
and to the west of the present school lot. The southeast corner of 
the school lot is as is now fenced, but the eastern boundary extends 
northward 115.50 ft., being 34 ft. beyond the present limits of the 
lot. The line along the highway extends westward from the south- 
east corner 132 ft.—30.35 ft. beyond the present fence on the west. 
From this southwest extremity of the premises a hypothenuse of 
51.48 ft. meets the present western limits of the school lot about 41 
ft. north of the highway line, thus forming a triangle covering a 
considerable space north of the highway and west of the present 
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The entire western boundary of the

schoolroom was repapered. 
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Morewood.—The walls and ceiling have been: painted a lighter 
color and the woodwork refinished, thus making the schoolroom 
much more cheerful and attractive. 


Barkerville—tThe building has been painted. 


West Pittsfield.—The blackboards, which had become very poor, 
were replaced by boards of green lithoplate, greatly improving the 
appearance of the room and the board work of the school. 


Osceola.—The walls of the schoolroom have been kalsomined and 
the woodwork varnished. 


West Part.—The walls and ceiling have been painted a lighter 
color, making the room much more attractive than before. An- 
other attempt has been made to make shade trees grow in the wet 
ground along West Street, but the trees have died. 


Besides these more important repairs and improvements, the 
ordinary minor repairs have been attended to as occasion has re- 
quired. These repairs are almost endless, and in the aggregate 
require a large expenditure of money and continual attention on 
the part of the Committee.

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The outline for history used in the first year of the High 
School, heretofore copied on the mimeograph for the use of the 
pupils, is being put in print. The printed outline will effect a 
reat saving of time and effort for teacher and pupils. At the 
close of each topic space is left for notes by the pupils or pic- 
tures illustrating the objects and scenes mentioned in the out- 
line. The pamphlet is, therefore, in the nature of a note- 
book and is to be retained by the pupils at the close of the year. 

Several books and sets of hooks have been added to the High 
School library, among which are Literature of All Nations, Mod- 
ern Eloquence, the new edition of Lord's Beacon Lights of His- 
tory, the published volumes of the New International Encyclo- 
paedia, and an additional volume of the Papers and Messages of 
the Presidents, presented by Mr. William B. Rice. 


SUPPLIES. 


To meet the needs of the work in elementary Physics in the 
seventh grade, a fairly complete set of apparatus has been pro- 
vided for each seventh grade room. The supplies called for by 
the teachers and furnished by the School Committee seem in 
the aggregate almost excessive, but when the calls for supplies 
come in one by one, it is difficult to see how less can be pro- 
vided without depriving pupils and teachers of the materials 
and apparatus needed for the most effective work. In some 
cases teachers might apparently exercise a little more care in the 
use of materials, but in general there is apparently a legitimate 
use for the articles called for. 


FUEL. 


The City Council not having secured coal for the schools before 
the coal strike began, the outlook for fuel at the beginning of the 
fall term was very discouraging. The Committee, however, re- 
garded the closing of the schools as a measure so serious in its 
consequences as to be ihought of only as a final necessity after 
all efforts to secure the necessary fuel should be made. Some of 
the schools had sufficient coal on hand to answer immediate 
needs, but most of the larger schools had a very limited supply. 
The fuel committee of the City Council was able to purchase 
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about 200 tons of soft coal and also to secure several carloads of 
wood. The School Committee’s sub-committee on fuel also suc- 
ceeded in purchasing a considerable quantity of wood in an ad- 
joining town. By these means the schools were supplied until 
about the first of November, when the 1,000 tons of Welch coal 
purchased by th : City reached us. While some of our janitors 
have found this coal somewhat difficult to manage, they have 
been able in most cases to warm their buildings satisfactorily, 
and, in some instances, they have thought the coal was even su- 
perior to that which they had generally used. The irregularity in 
the fuel supply and the uncertainty of any supply at all have been 
sources of much anxiety, and have taxed the time and efforts of 
all concerned to a much greater extent than might at first ap- 
pear. When to the annoyance and time-consuming results of 
the coal strike we add the large additional cost of fuel, the se- 
rious and far-reaching ctfects of the strike are suggested, leaving 
out of consideration the much greater evils that might have re- 
sulted.

The appropriation for Kindergartens was $1,000, leaving 
$78.21 unexpended. 


The expenditures for rent, fuel, and care were for the Russell 
Kindergarten exclusively. As the Fenn Street Kindergarten oc- 
cupies one of the regular schoolrooms, no attempt has been made 
to apportion the cost of heating and care in that building to the 
kindergarten account. ‘The value of the furniture and supplies 
in each of the kindergartens is about $200. Deducting from 
$921.79, $200, the value of the furniture and supplies at the 
Russell Kindergarten donated to the City by the Pittsfield Kin- 
dergarten Association, the remainder, $721.79, represents the 
amount which the City has paid out for kindergartens during 
the year over the kindergarten property thus received.

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While the expense per pupil based on whole number enroled 
shows an increase of $.53, the expense based on average number 
belonging shows an increase of only $.04. This is explained by 
the greater regularity of attendance during the past year than 
for the preceding year. 


INCREASE IN EXPENSES. 


In 1894, the School Department expended $63,000; in 1902, 
the School Department expended for ordinary school purposes 
$93,100, an increase of $30,100. This increase is, of course, en- 
tirely out of proportion to the increase in the number of pupils. 
It is due, on the one hand, to much greater liberality in the pay- 
ment of teachers’ salaries and janitors’ services, and, on the 
other hand, to greatly increased expense for the care and repair 
of buildings and the purchase of necessary fuel and supplies at 
much higher prices. Notable increases of teachers’ salaries 
have occurred from time to time as follows:

As an example of rapid increase in the expense of maintain- 
ing our schools, it is interesting to notice that the cost of fuel in 
1901 showed an increase over the preceding year of $1,512.71, 
and in 1902, an increase of $1,671.29, amounting in the two 
years to an increase of $3,184 or 64 per cent. with no essential 
difference in the buildings to be warmed. It should be remem- 
bered that in 1894 the salaries of teachers in Pittsfield were 
about the lowest in any city of Massachusetts, and that our 
buildings were not only poor in quality but furnished notably 
inadequate and unsatisfactory accommodations for the comfort, 
convenience, and work of teachers and pupils. The $30,100 in- 
crease in expenditures 1s more than accounted for hy the fol- 
lowing items:

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VACCINATION. 


Cases of smallpox during the spring term drew attention to the 
requirements concerning vaccination, and unusual attention was 
given to the enforcement of the law requiring all pupils enter- 
ing school to be vaccinated. At the opening of the fall term 
special attention was given to this matter, and it is believed that 
the requirements are carefully observed in all our schools. 
While nearly all of the parents have readily complied with the 
law, a few cases have required the attention of the Truant 


Officer. 


REVISION OF THE RULES. 


The edition of the “Rules for the Schoo] Committee and Regu- 
lations for the Public Schools”, printed in 1892, having been ex- 
hausted and various modifications having been made from time 
to time, the rules and regulations were carefully compiled to 
date with a few rearrangements and changes adapting them to 
the present requirements of our school system. As thus revised, 
they were printed early in the year. 


CONCLUSION. 


A year which has seen the kindergarten and supervision of 
physical culture incorporated into our school system and the 
maximum salary of teachers increased a dollar a week may well 
be regarded as eventful. The past year has also seen the actual 
beginning of instruction in domestic science in our schools and 
such a development of the evening school as to make it practi- 
cally a new feature in our scheme of instruction. We have also 
made a beginning in the direction of systematic training in 
manual skill. If these lines can be continued and developed, as 
they ought to be, we shall have in our scheme of study and 
training all the features that may fairly be desired, and sufti- 
cient to give our children a well rounded education and a prac- 
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tical preparation for useful and honorable lives. That all con- 
nected with our schools have worked together cheerfully and 
effectively during the year is as gratifying as the results that 
have been secured.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SHCOOL. 


To Eugene Bouton, Ph. D., Superintendent of Schools : 


Dear Sir:— In accordance with vour request I take pleasure 
in submitting herewith my twelfth report of the condition of 
the Pittsfield High School for the vear ending Dec. 31, 1902. 

The condition of the school, I am pleased to report, is ex- 
cellent. This is due in part to an earnest endeavor on the part 
of the pupils to maintain a high standard of scholarship, and in 
part to the unselfish devotion of the teachers to their work. 
While the discipline has been firm, it has been of a character 
calculated to inspire uniform courtesy and good will on the part 
of the pupils towards one another and towards their teachers. I 
am pleased to report also that every effort made to improve 
either the work of the school or its well-being in other re- 
spects has received the hearty co-operation of the teachers and 
pupus alike. 

I had hoped this year to be able to report that greater atten- 
tion had been given to declamations and theme work, and that 
a greater effort had been made to determine, as far as possible, 
the causes leading to partial failure in certain instances than 
heretofore, but the increase in the size of the school has made 
it necessary for me to enter the class-room nearly every period 
of the day, thus making improvement in these respects practi- 
cally impossible. The school needs another teacher to do its 
best work. To-day the teaching force in our school is smaller 
than that of any similar school], in proportion to its size, with 
which I am familiar. 
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The various activities of the school, athletic and otherwise, 
have been conducted on a high plane and have been unusually 
successful. Attention and co-operation on the part of the 
teachers contribute, in no small way, to the success of these nec- 
essary adjuncts to school life, and they in turn, if judiciously 
managed, are better as a part of the school than separated 
from it. 

The lunch counter contributes greatly to the well-being of 
the school in many ways. It has continued to pay all its bills 
and to have a small margin of profit. During the past year 
the weekly sales have averaged $41.97. The very best the 
market affords at a minimum cost to the pupils is rigidly ad- 
hered to. Visiting teachers and others marvel at the varicty of 
food offered for sale as well as at the small price at which it is 
sold. 

During the past year the school has successfully undertaken 
another course of high grade concerts. The proceeds, as here- 
tofore, are to be contributed to the school. It seems to me that, 
aside from tue financial gain, these courses of entertainments 
are of value to the school. Every pupil taking an interest in 
these attractions and the success of the course is given at least 
one ticket gratis. That such have been entertained as well as 
benefited goes without saying. 

The science departinent, notwithstanding the increase in the 
size of the school, has been greatly improved during the past year. 
Miss Rice at present gives a generous share of her time to this 
department. Personal and laboratory work are much more 
carefully attended to than formerly. The addition of some new 
apparatus, the gift of many specimens for the classes in geology, 
mineralogy and chemistry, and the purchase of books of refer- 
ence have strengthened cach of these courses. Many of the pu- 
pils preparing for college are offering science as an entrance re- 
quirement instead of Greek or a modern language as in the past. 
Opportunity is also offered for advanced work under greatly 
improved conditions. 

While it is not the province nor the intention of the school 
to devote its best efforts to those preparing for college, it is, 
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nevertheless, the recoznized duty of the modern high school to- 
help its pupils to such preparation, if they desire it. In this. 
phase of its duiy the school has every reason to congratulate it- 
self. At presentihe school is represented in the following colleges: 
Vassar, Smith, Wellesley, Williams, Brown, Dartmouth, Holy 
Cross, Cornell, Massacnusetts Institute of Technology, Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College, Fordham, Worcester Polytechmic 
Institute, Sheffield, Yale and Harvard. All except the last 
three, in part or wholly, admit on the school’s certificate. Many 
other colleges, not at present represented by the school, have our 
school on their accredited list. The school has never yet made- 
a request for. the certificate privilege without receiving a favor- 
able report. 

The commercial department continues to be both popular 
and profitable. The ease with which our graduates, who have 
done the work wei!, obtain positions, and the many evidences 
of approval on the part of the business community strengthen 
my convictions that this department is one of the most impor- 
tant in a high school’s curriculum. Every ellort is made to 
keep this department in touch with the best methods of the 
everyday business world. I would recommend that additional 
books of reference for this department be added to our list as 
opportunity preseats itself. 

Perhaps no phas> of school work gives more concern to the 
faithful teacher than irregularity in attendance upon school du- 
ties. Absences from school soon cause the pupil to lose interest 
and to beccme a source of hindrance to his class, as well as a 
source of weakness to his school. Nothing,therefore, but sick- 
ness or some equally urgent cause can ever justify a tardiness, 
absence or dismissal. Our school, in common with all others, 
suffers in this respect. Every effort, however, is being made to 
lessen this evil and, I think, with good results. While our 
school’s record of attendance is considerably higher than most 
schools, and perhaps equals the best, yet the ideal in this respect 
is far from being realized. 

In closing, I wish to thank the members of the School Com- 
mittee, the Superintendent and my associate teachers for their 
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many acts of kindness and co-operation during the past year. 
To my pupils, whose acts of courtesy and thoughtfulness have 
been so many times evidenced, I attribute a large share of what- 
ever success the school has attained during the past year. A 
cordial welcome will be extended to parents and friends at any 


time.

The general condition of the school is very satisfactory, the 
grade of scholarship has advanced, the teachers and pupils have 
performed their important work with fidelity and zeal, and the 
hearty co-operation of the parents has enabled us to close a 
most successful year’s work. The excellent results obtained 
from the recent tests were the most gratifying of any during the 
history of the school. The new spelling books introduced into 
the three lower grades have proven a valuable aid, as very fine 
work in this branch has been manifested by the pupils using 
this book. 
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The four young women admitted into the Traming class give 
evidence of much promise.

Dear Sir:—I take pleasure in submitting a report of the 
drawing done in the public schools of Pittsfield. 

The worklin general, thruout the city, is better than at any 
time past. The sixth, seventh, eighth, and ninth grades are do- 
ing better work with color than: before, especially in regard to 
values and tone washes, and are developing more freedom in 
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handling, and thereby, more clearness of color. 

The work in the lower grades shows marked improvement in 
drawing with brush and ink, pencils being used largely to out- 
line, and the brush to fill in with. This work in the fourth 
grade is especially helpful to the fifth grade in handling water 
color (charcoal gray) which enters into our drawing course for 
the first time. 

The Training School is doing its usual good work and much 
interest is manifested. 

The work in the Evening Drawing School has been of good 
quality, consisting of illustrative, antique, and mechanical 
drawing.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


To Superintendent Eugene Bouton : 


Dear Sir:—As you have requested I send to you this report 
of the work in physical culture for the five months since it has 
been intrusted to my care in the city. 

When I began my visits to the schools last May I found that 
altho some teachers were giving their classes good, regular gym- 
nastie work, in most cases they did not feel competent to choose 
exercises, or did not know how to vary them to keep their classes 
interested. 


Se ——— - 
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We then began a series of meetings at which the lessons now 
in use are explained to the teachers. We are using some pro- 
gressive sets of lessons, which were prepared by Mr. Hartvig 
Nissen, former Supervisor of Physical Culture in the public 
schools in Boston. The lessons progress a little in strength 
and complexity from week to week thruout the year, and also 
from one grade to the next. 

I visit each room in all the grammar grades in the city and 
in the outside schools once in two weeks to see how the pupils 
have been working, and to give them a new lessson which their 
teacher repeats for ten minutes each day until my next visit. 

By changing the lessons in this way every two weeks we keep 
the classes interested so that they take the exercises as if they 
enjoyed them, thereby deriving from them real benefit. | 

As everything in the lesson is done at some command, or if 
count is used the time is frequently changed, the pupils are 
kept on the alert, and many of the teachers have thought the 
attention thus gained in their gymnastics was telling in their 
other lessons. 

Enough could hardly be said about the good done to the 
body by a few minutes brisk exercise taken in the middle of a 
morning of study. But vesides this benefit to the circulation, and 
to the muscles by stretching those which have perhaps become 
cramped from sitting over a desk, we try to have the children 
learn to stand well, to carry themselves easily erect in walking, 
and then by a little military discipline to cultivate that perfect 
order which in a schoolroom is necessary to accomplish the best 
work in other lessons. | 

The teachers have faithfully tried to do their best in teaching 
this new work, and have all taken hold of it splendidly. Altho 
we have not had a whole year yet, I am very much pleased with 
the work the classes are doing so far.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF KINDERGARTENS. 


To Eugene Bouton, Superintendent of Schools : 

Dear Sir:—Two kindergartens were started last September in 
connection with the public school system. One of these is in the 
Fenn Street schoolhouse, the other in hired rooms at No. 8 
Peck’s Road. The Fenn Street Kindergarten has been as full 
as the size of the room warranted. Ten more children could 
have been accommodated at the one in the Russell district, be- 
cause the room is larger. We have had enroled eighty-five 
children, about equally divided between the two. Almost all 
have attended regularly. A few brought down the percentage 
of attendance for the term at Fenn Strect to 86.26 and at Rus- 
sell’s to 87.77. 

The new year has started off with unusually good numbers 
and attendance for the winter season. Visitors, of whom we 
have had! 183, readily sce the delight of the children in their 
work and play, and those who go from time to time see too 
that the small persons grow in grace as well as in stature. 
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Our teachers have spent visiting days in North Adams, West- 
field, and Oswego, N. Y. They have had one conference with a 
teacher of more than a dozen years’ experience, besides the talks 
at the Teachers’ Convention, and have received benefit and en- 
couragement from the criticisms of three outside kindergart- 
ners. They have made seventy-one visits at the children’s 
homes and parents know better than all others what kindergar- 
ten means and whether it is worth while.

REPORT 


"OF THE 


CITY SOLICITOR. 


Pittsfield, Mass., January 12, 1903. 
To the Honorable City Council of the City of Pittsñeld :— 


GENTLEMEN :—In accordance with the provisions of the 
General Ordinances, I herewith submit to you my report as 
City Solicitor for the year 1902. 

During the year 1902, sundry claims against the City have 
been settled and disposed of, a particular enumeration of which 
would seem to be unnecessary in this report. 

During the past year the following cases have been dis- 
posed of by settlement or otherwise: 

I. Mary A. Crosier vs. City of Pittsfield. Action of tort 
brought by plantiff in Superior Court, for damages alleged 
to have been sustained by the overflow and perculation of 
sewage from the cesspool maintained at the City Alnishouse 
into and upon the plaintiff's land. This suit was not entered 
in Court as the City by agreement with the plaintiff purchased 
the easterly half of her farm including that portion of her 
land which was alleged to have been damaged by the sewage 
from the Almshouse cesspool. The land purchased consists 
of about fifty acres and it is planned to use this land in con- 
nection with the Almshouse farm. 

2. William Gregory against City of Pittsfield. This was 
an action:of tort brought against the City, in the Superior 
Court for damages alleged to have been sustained by the 
plaintiff on account of an alleged defect in the highway, and 
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was settled by the advice and consent of the Committee on 
Claims for the sum of One Hundred and Fifty Dollars. 

3. Jason N. Shepardson vs. City of Pittsfield. This was 
a petition for the assessment of damages brought in the Su- 
perior Court, which damages were alleged to have been sus- 
tained by the petitioner on account-of the establishment of a 
portion of Dewey Avenue, as a public way. The case was 
settled by direction of the Committee on Claims by the pay- 
ment of One Hundred and Five Dollars. 


The following cases are now pending against the City: 


1. Eugene H. Robbins vs. City of Pittsfield. Action of 
tort against City, on account of damage to property on West 
Street, said injury being alleged to have been caused by water. 
Several claims for damages claimed to have been sustained by 
other persons for the same cause are now pending and awaiting 
the decision of this case. | 

2. Edward P. Halpin vs. City of Pittsfield. Action of 
contract for work and labor in construction of Briggs School. 

3. Hannah Merrill & als vs. City of Pittsfield. Petition 
for the assessment of damages, pending in the Superior Court, 
and brought by the petitioners on account of alleged damage 
to plaintiff's property, near Pontoosuc Lake, and arising from 
widening of a portion of the highway at that point. 

4. American Sewage Disposal Company of Boston, 
against the City of Pittsfield. This is an action brought by the 
plaintiff against the City in the United States Circuit Court at 
Boston for an alleged infringement of certain patents claimed 
by the plaintiff to be owned by him and which infringement 
is alleged to have grown out of the establishment by the City 
of its system of Sewage disposal. 

The plaintiff in this case makes a claim against the City 
for damages and royalties amounting to about $30,000. This 
action will probably be tried and the questions at issue dis- 
posed of during the present year. 

The following action is also pending, having been brought 
by the City: 

City of Pittsfield vs. Strauss Brothers Company, and the 
American Surety Company of New York. 

This action has recently been brought and is returnable 
into the Superior Court in this County, on the first Monday of 
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March, next. It is brought upon a bond given to the City 
by the Strauss Brothers Company in which the American 
Surety Company is surety and is for the recovery of about 
$6,000. 

The Strauss Brothers Company was the original con- 
tractor upon the Ashley Lake dam, and as this dam has re- 
cently been completed, it is found that the amount due upon 
this bond to the City is about $6,000. 

The petition of the Mayor and Aldermen of this City for 
the abolition of the Holmes Crossing on the line of the N. Y., 
N. H. & H. R. R. Company is now pending in the court. The 
commissioners appointed under this petition have heard the 
parties and submitted a preliminary draft of their report. It 
is expected that their final report will be approved by the Court 
at an early date, and then the work of the elimination of this 
crossing will be commenced. 

During the latter part of the year 1902, an order was 
passed by the City Council concerning the abolition of the Mer- 
rill Crossing on the North Adams branch of the B. & A. R. 
R. Co., and on November 14, 1902, the petition of the Mayor 
and Aldermen for the abolition of this crossing was filed in the 
Superior Court. - 

It is expected that the Commissioners will be appointed 
at the next sitting of the Court. Efforts will be made to have 
the work of the abolition of the crossing completed some time 
during the present year. 

Among other important matters involving this office has 
been the preparation of an ordinance upon underground wires, 
which ordinance was approved by the City Council on August 
9, I902. 

Quite a large number of suits have been brought during 
the past vear, some of which are now pending, in which the 
City has been summoned as Trustee, a particular enumeration 
of which would not seem to be necessary in this report.

Report ot City Physician 


REPORT 


OF THE 


CITY PHYSICIAN. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council :— 


GENTLEMEN :— 


City ALMSHOUSE:—Everything seems to be running 
smoothly and well here now. The cesspool used for the in- 
stitution, which has been a source of danger from overflow 
and has threatened even legal friction between the Crozier 
heirs and the City by leeching through the road bed on to the 
Crozier farm, might be construed as a nuisance, and if so 
proven, would in all probability make the City pay damages; 
but even if a small amount should have been awarded, it 
would be a standing claim and a continuous cause for litiga- 
tion, especially should the farm become the property of a 
new owner. 

But now that the City has seen fit to purchase that part 
of the farm upon which the overflow occurs, we all feel that 
it was a wise provision because it will do away with any and 
all future friction between the Crozier heirs and the City. 
It will also be a benefit to the land, as the overflow can be 
mixed with other material in a compost, which will become 
a great fertilizer for the land. 

While attending the small pox cases at the Detention 
House, we examined all the inmates of the Almshouse and 
vaccinated all those who required that kind of protection. 
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DETENTION House. 


It was well, it was wise, and it was thoughtful on the 
part of the Board of Health, who some years ago called the 
attention of the City Government to the practical need of a 
Detention House, in which cases of contagious and infectious 
diseases could be treated with care and comfort. While that 
was, we are led to think, the humane intention in advising 
such a harbor of safety for the affected as well as a sanitary 
precaution for the inhabitants of the Citv, we still feel and 
know by experience in the treatment of those cases that some 
glaring defects exist, which however could only be found out 
while in actual use as a Detention House and Quarantine 
Station. 

The location is perfect in everything that appertains to 
pure air, water and sunlight. 

The building is situated about one fourth of a mile north 
of the City Almshouse Buildings. The Basement floor is divid- 
ed into a kitchen, furnace room and a large size bedroom, in 
which two or three persons could be placed. On the next 
floor are four bedrooms in each of which however one per- 
son only could be accommodated. And there are two small 
rooms in the attic, where two persons could be kept at night, 
but to confine patients there dav and night would not con- 
tribute to as speedy a recovery as might be had in the other 
rooms of the building. The foundation of this building is in 
poor condition and should be inspected. There were some re- 
pairs made on it a couple of years ago, but we understand 
it still needs more. 

There is no good reason why the patients sick in this 
building should not have it equipped with all the conveniences 
which now are acknowledged to be needed in all up to date 
hospitals, for the purpose of assisting in giving these patients 
sent out there the best possible chance of a perfect recovery. 

The principal wants m the building now are water closets 
and a bath room. The need and want of these were sadly 
felt during the time it was occupied this last summer by the 
small pox cases. These contributions to the health and wel- 
fare of the sick should in our opinion be given careful at- 
tention. The condition and lay of the land could not be 
made more favorable than it is, for the construction of a 
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cesspool. The land on the east side of the building and very 
near to it has a fall of eighteen or twenty feet, so that a cess- 
pool properly made at this low level, would never give any 
trouble, with perfect plumbing, even if the building was con- 
stantly used for sick people. 

We believe that two water closets should be put in, one 
down in the basement and the other on the next floor, with 
a wash basin; while we feel that one bath tub would be 
enough. It might be well also to have a fire escape put on 
to the upper story, as this would instill confidence, give se- 
curity and comply with the law governing such buildings. 

We think that it should not be found necessary to hurry 
any board. But where things are wanted, which on re- 
Hection must be considered nearly as essential and needful as 
the building and rooms, we believe we should not “stand 
Pat” until patients claim our immediate attention, and then 
be compelled to try and temporize with articles for sick rooms 
very unfit for use there, which articles might even be a 
medium of communicating infection to those who should be 
intrusted with the nursing of the patients. 

We only hope that those, who have the power to order 
and have the work done, will make no delay in performing 
that duty. | 

We were startled somewhat in this city on May 3oth, 
1902, when it was announced that there was a case of small 
pox. The voung man who had the disease was immediately 
sent out to the Detention House and at the same time his 
mother and a brother were sent out as suspects; and in a 
few davs later his father and a vounger brother were also 
sent there as suspects. 

The two voung men, suspects, were vaccinated and the 
vaccine virus produced its specific protection. We did not 
think it necessary to vaccinate the father and mother. 

We had another case of a voung man, who had become 
infected about the same time as the first case, but came from 
a different location in the Citv. He was sent out to the 
Detention House on June 2nd, 1902. We feared that this 
disease would spread throughout the Citv. But the Board 
of Health had ordered a general vaccination, which we be- 
lieve was very successful in preventing the disease from 
spreading which it subsequently proved, as there were no 
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other cases, until about June 2oth, rgo2. At that time two 
young women were discovered, having the eruption well 
developed. They were immediately taken to the Detention 
House, as was also a sister of one of these young women, 
who had been exposed to the disease. She was sent there as 
a suspect, but as she had been vaccinated about the time her 
sister was taken sick, the vaccine virus operating thoroughly, 
she escaped the disease, although she remained in constant 
attendance with these cases, and acted as nurse and cook 
for all the patients until they were all discharged well. 

We had vaccinated for the City about two hundred 
children during the months of Mavy, June, July, August and 
September. The vaccine virus worked in about 98 per cent 
of these cases. 


CHARITY NURSES.—TIHEIR Work AMONG THE SICK POOR. 


We have in the City many cases among the sick poor, 
who are not fit subjects for hospital treatment. They are 
of a chronic character. Some are incurable, due principally 
to old age; while others suffer with chronic ulcers, supper- 
ating sores and rheumatic Joints. 

What these cases need most are careful dressing and 
bathing by skilled hands. For no matter how minutely di- 
rections may be given to relatives among this class, they 
fail to do the work properly and the cases do badly however 
good the remedies may be. 

But we have had for about two years most valuable 
charity work done among these chronic invalids by the 
voluntary service given them by the Graduated Nurses. One 
nurse gives her time for a week, datly visiting all these cases 
requiring her services. Another nurse takes up the work 
the next week, and thus the good work is continued during 
the year, so well and faithfully, that these chronic invalids 
await the visit of the nurse with as much pleasure as they 
do the visit of the physician. 

For this service rendered to the poor, these nurses de- 
serve the grateful thanks of the Community, because it is a 
work far more laborious physically than nursing a single 
person in a private family or even a number of patients in a 
hospital ward. 
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In these cases of the City Poor, the nurse has to travel 
from place to place in different parts of the City. Sometimes 
the distance is so far to walk that it would be difficult for the 
nurse to get around to the various patients and do the work 
properly, if she did not have the trolley cars to convey her. 

We were glad to learn that while these nurses are will- 
ing to give their time and labor to this charitable cause with- 
out any pecuniary recompense, that through the generosity of 
the Managers of the two Electric Roads passes had been 
gratuitously given. These passes thus enables them to per- 
form the work within a much shorter period of time, and 
prevents physical fatigue, that otherwise, if they were com- 
pelled to walk from place to place, would be exacting too 
much of a sacrifice from these good.women, even in such a 
laudable work. 

This is pure “uncanned” Christian Charity, one of the 
corporal works of mercy, which ‘only that Angelic Class has 
the spirit, courage and love to perform among the lowly mem- 
bers of the afflicted poor.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council :— 


GENTLEMEN :— The Board of Public Works present the 
following, their report for the vear 1902. 

The work for the vear has been of a routine order, more 
or less. Considerable has been done in the wav of water 
works extension. The department of sewer and water con- 
nections have had the largest vear’s work in their history. 
The vear sees the completion of the new dam at Ashlev Lake 
and aso the system for sewage disposal. Quite a good start 
has been made in the separation of sewage from surface water 
drains. No specific pieces of surface drainage were done as 
the appropriation was not large enough to more than care for 
the drainage svstem, the ordinary repairs and some small 
work. 


WATER WORKS. 
The water svstem has been extended considerably during 


the vear about a mile of mains having been laid, in the follow- 
ing locations :—North Street at Pontoosuc Lake about 325 
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feet northerly; Pomeroy Avenue at the sewage Pumping sta- 
tion 885 feet; Hull Avenue from Myrtle Street easterly 265 
feet; Wendell Avenue from Broad street southerly 490 feet; 
Appletree Lane, Lincoln Terrace, King Street from end of 
main to Campbell Street, Pine Street, Beaver Street to the 
Berkshire Street Railway Co., power-house, Mc.Arthur Street. 
The extensions at Pontoosuc Lake and Mc.Arthur Street were 
dificult jobs, both being almost solid ledge and requiring a 
lot of blasting. A battery was purchased for firing blasts and 
reduces to a minimum the danger usually attending the use 
of dynamite. As the system increases, so also the cost of 
maintenance must increase, although we compare favorably 
in this regard with other cities. The condition of the plant 
is first class, all the reservoirs have had their usual attention, 
hydrants have been carefully looked after, flushed and paint- 
ed, the lines are gone over as well as the reservoirs vitited 
almost daily by the caretaker, and with a foot of water already 
in the new dam at Ashley Lake, with every probability of its 
being full by Spring, the conditions of the water system are 
indeed gratifving. 


ASHLEY LAKE DAM. 


As stated in the last report of the Board the contract for 
the completion of the dam at Ashley Lake was let to Thomas 
Kearney. Notwithstanding the almost continuous bad weather, 
most every day being a rainv day, Mr. Kearney completed 
his contract about October 15th. The dam is an impressive. 
massive structure and looks as if it would stand for all time. 
The work of engineering and inspecting at the dame has been 
under the supervision of Mr. Joseph N. Tanner, he having as 
his assistant, Mr. William E. Downs. The raise in the dam 
adds about 20 acres to the area of the lake which will without 
doubt take care of all the water that falls upon the limited 
watershed. Water was turned into the new basin on Decem- 
ber 23rd, for the first time. The cost of the dam as finally 
carried out, was about $6000, in excess of the Strauss Broth- 
ers Co. figures. The city was protected by a bond of the 
American Surety Company in the sum of $7000 indemnfving 
itself against loss by the failure of the Strauss Brothers Co., 
to carry out their contract. A statement of the cost has 
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been presented to the American Surety Company as bohdsnien 
for the Strauss Brothers Co., and settlement is pending. In 
connection with this matter the Board desire to say that Mr. 
Kearney carried out his work in a faithful and conscientious 
manner and to express their satisfaction for his uniform 
courtesy and interest. 


POLLUTION. 


The Board take this opportunity to once more call the 
attention of the City Council to the chances for pollution in 
some of our water supply sources and urge that steps be taken 
to effectually abolish the same.

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City HALL. 


A number of improvements have been made at the City 
Hall, the most important of which was the change in the Tax 
Collector’s office. When taxes were being paid, under the 
old way, there was but one entrance. A person having paid 
his bill was unable to get through the crush at the door. The 
counter and railings were extended the whole length of the 
officeand a door cut through the partition onthe north end. This 
allows of an entrance and exit through separate doors, and 
“disposes of this trouble. The ofhces of the Board of Public 
Works, Tax Collector and City Auditor were painted and 
new curtains put in, making a decided improvement. 


REPAIR OF BUILDINGS. 


[n this connection the most important work was the en- 
tire renovation of the police station within and without. The 
building was painted throughout on the inside and the wooden 
part of the outside. The Chief's office was newly painted and 
papered as was a sinall room in the rear giving the Chief a 
private office. A number of complaints were made to the 
Board of the Union Street school-house being a nuisance, from 
residents of the neighborhood, and the attention of the City 
Council was called to the matter. Thev directed the Board 
to dispose of the building and fill the cellar. This was done, 
the Board receiving $125 for the old building. The cellar 
has been filled from the proceeds of the sale of the building. 


RIDGE REPAIRS. 


The abutments of the bridge at Sackett Brook on the East 
Lenox Road have been in poor condition for some time and 
were in danger of being washed out Spring and Fall. They 
have been rebuilt and raised two feet during the year. Con- 
siderable work was done in painting, railing and planking 
bridges, which comes in the regular routine of the main- 
tenance of the same. 
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CENTER STREET. 


Center Street, from New West Street to Church Street, 
was worked to an established grade. This necessitated the 
raising of the street railway track for quite a distance. The 
sidewalks were raised both sides of the street. 


LINDEN STREET GUTTERS. 


Paved gutters were laid on both sides of Linden Street 
from Francis Avenue to Daniels Avenue. <A special appro- 
priation of $225 was made for doing the work. 


Pon roosuc LAKE GRADE, 

A number of dilapidated buildings that had stood at the 
outlet of Pontoosuc Lake were removed this year. The spot 
was unsightly and the City Council having made an appropri- 
ation for doing the work, the Board proceeded to grade and 
slope the banks for quite a distance northerly. These banks 
were then seeded and a substantial* guard rail put up. This 
adds in a great measure to the appearance of the place. 


WIDENING NORTH STREET. 


North Street from the corner of Madison Avenue to the 
Pittsheld Electric Street Railway car-house was widened on 
the west side about 5 feet. The tree line was cut back, the 
curbing reset, and cobble stone gutters put in. As there are 
two railway tracks at this point the extra width obtained was 
a decided advantage. 


FRANCIS AVENUE, 


That portion of Francis Avenue lving between Madison 
Avenue and Alder Street was worked to grade this vear. The 
street was very steep and as a considerable volume of surface 
water has to be cared for, paved gutters were put in on both 
sides of the street. The work was done within the appropria- 
tion which was $850. 
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LENOX AVENUE. 


The north end of Lenox Avenue was given attention this 
vear. The street is of a wet hard-pan nature, and in the spring 
of the vear was particularly bad. The street was underdrained 
for a distance of about 600 feet. A foot of gravel was put on 
to bring the street to grade. The cost of doing the whole work 
was about $1,500. 


DALTON AVENUE BRIDGE. 


The City Council made an appropriation of $14,000 for 
building a bridge across the Boston and Albany railroad tracks 
on Dalton Avenue. It was expected that the Berkshire Street 
Railway Company would pay their share of the cost of the 
bridge, but as they decided not to cross the bridge it became 
necessary to appropriate an additional $4,000, which would 
hdve been about their proportion. In consideration for mak- 
ing the bridge wide enough to admit of drivewavs on each side 
the Stanley Electric Manufacturing Company agreed to pay a 
sum not exceeding $2,500 to the cost of the bridge. Bids were 
asked for building the abutments and superstructure. The 
contract for the superstructure was awarded to the New 
England Structural company of Boston for $12,623. The con- 
tract for the abutments was given to Dwver Bros.. of Dalton, 
and are completed, the cost of the same being about $3,600. 
The contract calls for the bridge erected in place April 20, 


1903. 
LIGHTING STREETS. 


An agreement was arrived at early in the year by which 
the City was allowed a discount of r21⁄ per cent on all City 
lighting. This makes a saving on the number of lights now in- 
stalled of about S2.ooo for this year. During the year the City 
Council has established 31 incandescent lights and 6 arc lights. 
The total expenditure for lighting streets was $14,500. 


SEWER AND WATER CONNECTIONS. 


This work has been the largest of any year since the start 
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of the City. There have been made 139 sewer connections 
and 93 water connections. This work in the street is done in 
every case by the City, at the expense of the owner, he mak- 


ing a deposit sufficient to cover the estimated cost of doing 
the work before any operations are begun.

In connection with the construction of new sewers the 
plan of dividing the surface water and sewage drains was 
continued this year. New Sewers were carried up both sides 
of North Street as far as the bridge. Sewer connections were 
made with all the blocks on both sides of the street as far as 
the new sewers extended . The surface water from these 
buildings will be carried off in the drain which formerly car- 
rid both surface water and sewage. The cost of making 
sewer connections is done at the expense of the property own- 
er in each case. 


REPAIR AND CARE OF SEWERS. 


The usual care has been given the new sewer system 
during the year. The same trouble has been experienced with 
the east trunk sewer, in the matter of grease, only in a more 
aggravated form now, as it interferes greatly with the working 
of the sewage pumps. The trouble has been traced directly 
to the Tillotson Mills near Silver Lake, and is the washings 
and grease scoured from wool. Arrangements are being made 
with Mr. Tillotson to plan settling tubs to take off the heavy 
matter before it gets to the sewer. This will no doubt al- 
leviate the trouble from that quarter. 
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SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The new sewage pumping station and filtration areas 
were put in operation during the year. William E. Staples 
was appointed to the position of engineer at the pumping 
station with William Dunn as assistant. The filter beds were 
placed in charge of M. H. Fallon. Pumping is carried on 
about eight hours a day. Thus far everything has worked 
satisfactorily. The Board has experienced considerable trou- 
ble from ground water. Around Silver Lake where the pipe 
is laid very shallow, a large amount of ground water was 
found in the sewer main. This portion was dug up and the 
joints made of lead, and has resulted in a marked degree in 
reducing the flow. In Alder Street there is a portion of the 
sewer laid with cement joints and a large amount of ground 
water gets into the main. Careful measurements were taken 
at times when the flow of sewage should be the smallest, and 
showed that there were bad leaks in the sewer. This necessi- 
tates a longer run for the pumps and a corresponding increase 
in expense. This will have to be repaired the coming year. 
Details of the amount of sewage pumped, areas of beds used, 
etc., will be given more fully in the next report, the work thus 
far being of a more or less experimental nature. 


RECOM MENDATIONS, 


The Board would respectfully recommend that the water 
pipe on Beaver Street, which is but 4 inch, be renewed from 
Elm Street to a point near the new gas house. With the 
growth of the city in this direction ample means for water 
supply should be given. An eight inch main is recommended. 

A portion of the main pipe of Dewey Avenue from West 
Street to the corner of Division Street, which is but 1 inch 
pipe, should be renewed with one of 6 inch pipe. 

A surface drain should be built in Dalton Avenue from 
Tyler Street to Kellogg Street as there is a large volume of 
water at this point. 

The main surface water drain on East Street should be 
built of larger dimensions to properly care for the water. 

A surface water drain should be built on Fourth Street 
from the railroad to Silver Lake. All the water which comes 
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The reports of our Engineer, and the Superintendents 
in charge of Highways, Water Works and Sidewalks are 
appended to this report and give more fully the details of the 
work which has been under their charge in the respective de- 
partments.

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REPORT OF CIVIL ENGINEER. 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works :— 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit the following report 
relative to the work done by the Engineering Department dur- 
ing the year ending December 31st, 1902. 

As most of the work designed by this Department has been 
described in the reports of the several superintendents, only 
the work not so reported, or that of special importance from 
an engineering standpoint will be treated here. - 


ASHLEY LAKE DAM. 


The work of completing the dam at Ashley Lake was 
finished on November ist of this vear bv Contractor ‘Thomas 
Kearney of Little Falls, N. Y. The Assistant Engineer in 
charge of the engineering and inspecting was Mr. Joseph N. 
Tanner: 

The dam has been constructed according to plans de- 
signed by Mr. E. A. Ellsworth of Holyoke who has been the 
Consulting Engineer. In the last two reports descriptions 
have been given of various parts of the work, but it will per- 
haps not be out of place to give here a complete description 
of this most important structure. 

The work has consisted in the building of a dam 862 feet 
long. Four hundred and sixty-four feet of the central por- 
tion was built of concrete faced with stonework about two 
feet thick, on the down-stream face. The rest of the dam, or 
148 feet in length on the westerly end, and 250 feet in length 
on the easterly end is made of earth with a concrete core-wall. 
The masonry dam is 6 feet wide on top and has a batter of 
4 inches to the foot on the down-stream side, The top is cov- 
ered with Chester granite coping 8 inches thick. Near the 
central portion of the masonry dam is the gate-house and over- 
flow. The overflow is 12 feet wide and the top of it is 2 
inches, 8 inches below the top of the coping. The facing to 
the overflow and side-walls is of Monson granite. The gate- 
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house is made of concrete to the same height as the top of 
the dam. It is then covered with Chester granite coping, on 
which is built the superstructure of brick. Within the gate- 
house are two openings for the discharge of water. Each 
opening is controlled by an iron gate with an opening two 
feet square, and back of this 1s a wooden gate. If it should 
ever be necessary to repair a gate or remove an obstruction, the 
wooden gate in that chamber can be closed; the chamber can 
then be entered or the iron gate can be opened or repaired 
without loss of water, and in the meantime the other chamber 
with its set of gates can be used. 

The stone for facing the dam was obtained from quarries 
near at hand, opened for the purpose. While the neighbor- 
hood of Ashley Lake abounds in ledges, it is mainly an un- 
workable quartzite, or a gneiss that is no better. Much dif- 
ficulty was found by the contractors in obtaining stone within 
a reasonable haul that would do for the purpose, but by lim- 
iting the amount of stone that was to show to the portion with- 
in six feet of the under side of the coping, and to that portion 
near the overflow, sufficient stone was obtained that could be 
worked sufficiently to make a presentable face. 

The concrete for the work was made of five parts broken 
stone, three parts sand, and one part Portland cement. The 
broken stone was obtained by crushing stone obtained from 
old walls or from the refuse m the quarries. No sand could 
be obtained near at hand, and of that used some was hauled 
four and some five and one-half miles, most of this being 
hauled in the winter or early spring on the snow. This was 
used with an equal amount of sand from the crusher to make 
the proper proportion for the concrete, and this seemed to work 
as well as clear sand. 

The foundation of the main dam rests on a ledge of 
quartzite. This ledge was found to be badly disintegrated and 
full of seams, and in order to obtain suitable foundation it was 
necessary to remove considerable quantities of rock. In one 
place the foundation went sixteen feet below the surface. 
Owing to the seamy nature of this ledge only in favorable 
locations could blasting be allowed, as there was danger of 
opening seams below the required foundation; it was there- 
fore necessary to do a large portion of this work by means of 
picking, wedging, hammering, etc. A considerable quantity 
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of the rock was so soft as to be easily removed in this way. 
In other places a large amount of work was required. | 


The two earth embankments were made fifteen feet wide 
on top, with a slope of 2!4 to 1 on the water side, and a slope 
of 114 to 1 on the land side. The water slope is paved with 
field stone, running from 14 Inches deep on the bottom to 
about 8 inches on the top. The top and land slope is covered 
with a laver of loam. The earth for this was obtained from 
land owned by the City, and consists mainly of a boulder 
clay. Pains were taken to thoroughly compact this, especial- 
lv on the water slope and around the core-walls where it was 
thoroughly cut with spades when wet. 


The concrete core-wall is 20 inches wide on top, widen- 
ing out 2 inches on a side for cach four feet in depth. The 
foundation of the core-wall in the west embankment rests on 
ledge. The embankment rests on a clayey soil, the loam from 
which has been removed. The core-wall in the easterly em- 
bankment rests at the two ends on ledge, but for a distance of 
147 feet in the center, rests on clay. As some of this was not 
very firm the foundations were widened out so as to make a 
footing to the wall of 14 inches on a side. The concrete for 
this portion was also made with a greater proportion of ce- 
ment, being four parts of broken stone, three of sand, and 
one of cement. These precautions were taken to pervent set- 
tlement cracks occurring between the part resting on the solid 
rock and that on the clay. The embankment rests on a sim- 
ilar foundation to that of the westerly embankment. 


The work at the lake has included also the building of a 
new road below the dam in place of a portion of the old road 
which is either built over by the new structure, or will be 
flooded. The new road is about 1274 feet long. and was 
built by City labor in the Fall of 1900. 

There has also been some work done in cleaning out the 
mud from the new part of the basin, and in clearing off the 
wood and brush, and there is still more of this to be done. 

The top of the overflow of the new dam is 5.36 feet above 
the top of the flashboard in the old dam, or 6.06 feet above 
the apron of the old stone overflow. The new basin has an 
area of 110.093 acres, or 20.74 acres more than the old one, 
and will hold 409.538.023 gallons from the top of the over- 
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flow to 14.36 feet below, or 9 feet below the old tlashboard, 
which 1s 79 per cent greater than the old pond. 

The cement used at the Ashley Lake dam and that used 
at the Dalton Avenue bridge has been tested. 


Hatruaway DAM. 


Hathaway Dam was built late in the Fall of 1892. It 1s 
a masonry structure in which Rosendale cement was used. 
This cement shows considerable disintegration on the sur- 
face. This dam should receive a thorough re-pointing this 
coming vear with Portland cement. The overflow stones 
should also be reset at the same time as there is some leakage 
under the stones. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


In addition to the work reported by your Superintendent 
plans have been designed for a svstem of sewers lying wester- 
lv of the Housatonic River on West Housatonic Street and 
adjacent Streets. The design calls for crossing the river from 
the easterly side at a point southerly of the Pomeroy Mill. 

The work at the Disposal Plant was not finished until 
late in the Spring, and called for consderable work by this 
Department, as also has the care and maintenanee. This work 
has been in the charge of Assistant Engineer James C. Hard- 
ing. 


IRIDGES., 


Your Engineer desires to especially call vour attention to 
the need of careful inspection of our bridges. The city has 
40 bridges (exclusive of a large number of culverts) which 
are either wholly or partly in your care. Most of these bridges 
were built vears ago, when bridges were made lighter than 
they are to-day to better compete with the wooden bridge. 
Many of the bridges are put together with bolts, which should 
occasionally be readjusted. Even those bridges which are 
modern structures should be occasionally examined, especial- 
lv those which are subjected to the heavy travel of street cars. 
I would therefore respectfully recommend that a thorough in- 
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spection of our bridges be made by some competent person, 
and where rivets are loose that thev be replaced, and that 
where bolts need readjusting it be done. Careful attention 
should also be paid to the painting of our bridges, especially 
those parts most subject to rust. The need of such care in 
our bridges is emphasized by the weakness shown in the “I” 
beam bridge across the river at the upper end of Bel Air 
Pond. Here the “I” beams under the bridge showed a per- 
manent deflection of about 11⁄4 inches under the Street Rail- 
way track. These “T” beams were strengthened by means of 
a wooden bent placed in the center of the stream. This has 
temporarily made this structure safe, but it should be replaced 
this coming season by a stronger ‘and also a wider structure, 
as the present bridge is too narrow to well accommodate the 
travel over it. 


DALTON AVENUE BRIDGE. 


Dalton Avenue between Beaver Street and a point 357.16 
feet from Tyler Street was accepted in 1901. This year the 
contract has been made for building a bridge and abut- 
ments. The steel work was let to the New England Struc- 
tural Company for $12,623.00, the bridge to be completed on 
or before April 20th, 1903. The contract contains an indem- 
nity clause which provides that if the work is not completed 
by April 2oth, 1903, the amount paid shall be $12,623.00 less 
$10.00 for each dav’s delay. 

The abutments were let to Dwyer Bros. of Dalton, who 
have completed their work with the exception of a portion of 
the parapet walls, which it was thought best to leave until 
after the bridge is on. This abutment work consisted of 
building a new abutment on the southerly side of the railroad, 
and the raising of the abutment which was built by Mr. W. A. 
Whittlesey on the northerly side, about four feet. Both abut- 
ments are about 25 feet back from the location of the Boston 
& Albany Railroad, which leaves a driveway on each side be- 
low the bridge, and between the Railroad location and the 
abutments. In order to obtain this driveway on the southerly 
side the Stanley Company have agreed to pay one-half the 
additional expense due to increasing the span this 25 feet. 
The total cost of the abutments will be about $3650.00. 
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This bridge has a clear span of 133.67 feet, a roadway 32 
feet wide, and two sidewalks five feet wide. It is to be a steel 
truss bridge, and on account of its length will have a high 
truss braced laterally across the top. 

Besides the work above mentioned there is considerable 
work to be done in grading the street and filling in around 
the abutments. ‘The total expense, including the bridge, 
abutments and grading, is estimated to be $18,000.00. 


HIGHWAY CoMMITTEE WORK. 


The following is a list of streets accepted or relocated 
during the year: š 

Beaver Street, relocated from near the Gas Company’s 
building to Newell Street. 

Kellogg Street, Plunkett Street to Dalton Avenue. 

Russell Terrace, Wahconah Street to North Street. 

Tavlor Street, South Street to west branch of Housa- 
tonic River. 

Robbins Avenue, Linden Street to Madison Avenue. 

Linden Street Extension, from Onota Street to Summit 
Avenue has been surveved, but has been referred to the City 
Government of 1903. The work done this vear pertaining to 
the abolition of the Holmes Road Crossing has been done un- 
der this Committee, as has also a considerable amount of other 
work, as in the widening of the roadway on North Street 
between Madison Avenue and Wahconah Street, and in the 
consideration of work that did not get beyond the preliminary 
stage. 

EXPENDITURES. 


The total amount expended from your appropriations for 
construction work was $5397.55. This includes salaries and 
board of inspectors at Ashley Lake, also all horse-hire and 
supplies. 

In addition to the above there has been expended from 
other appropriations as follows: 

Highway Committee including horse-hire and supplies, $498.44 
Inspection Berkshire St. Ry., including horse-hire, 128.03 


This makes a total of $6024.02 
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In conclusion I wish to thank your Honorable Board for 
the many courtesies shown me, and l also wish to thank the sev- 
eral assistants, who have been associated with me, for their co- 
operation and faithful services.

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RESERVOIRS. 


, The various intake basins were given their usual clean- 
ing last Spring and in addition they have been cleaned this 
Fall, hence they are in good condition. Owing to repeated 
heavy rains during the season, the banks at the pumping sta- 
tion became badly washed. They have been repaired in a 
manner that there will be no more difficulty experienced from 
this source. 


SERVICE CONNECTIONS. 


There have been made during the year two 2 inch, six 
I inch, thirty-six 34 inch and forty-nine 14 inch service con- 
nections, a total of 93. Six service connections have been 
repaired, five have been lowered, four relaid, and one dis- 
continued. 


WATER MAINS LOWERED. 


Owing to a change of grade on Beech Street, it became 
necessary to lower the water pipe for a distance of 250 feet. 
The main pipe on Plunkett Street as also the service pipes for 
quite a distance were lowered on the north end of the street, 
considerable difficulty having been experienced from freezing 
the past winter. In working King Street the grade established 
necessiated the lowering of 250 feet of main pipe. This was 
a difficult piece of work, rock lying directly under the pipe to 
be lowered. 


SEWER CONNECTIONS. 


This department has made 139 sewer connections the 
past vear. Fifteen stoppages of sewer connections have oc- 
curred, all of which have been repaired. Most of the trouble 
originated from elm tree roots growing into the tile pipe. 
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Stop gates have been put in at the following locations:

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SEWERS. 


Early last spring all the lateral sewers were flushed and 
necessary repairs made; the east trunk sewer was flushed last 
September and in addition we have just finished flushing it a 
second time. We found it in bad condition near the Silver Lake. 
Most of the trouble originates at the Tillotson mills. The 
Board have made investigations and with the cooperation of 
Mr. Tillotson the trouble will be satisfactorily adjusted. 


NEW SEWERS. 


The following new sewers were built during the year:

The hydrants 
replaced were on Maplewood Avenue opposite North Pearl 
Street, on Wendell Avenue near J. H. Hinsdale’s and on 
High Street corner of Easct Housatonic Street. One hydrant 
at the corner of Melville Street was broken accidently by the 
fre department wagon and was replaced. Two hydrants on 
the Stearnsville line were set back as thev came directly in 
the street railway location granted the Pittsfield Electric Street 
Railway Company.

RECOM MENDATIONS. 


On Beaver Street there are about 3000 feet of 4 inch pipe 
that should be relaid with at least eight inch. In anticipation 
of the growth of the city in this section it seems to me that 
this water main should be renewed early in the Spring. Last 
Spring I recommended that a six inch main be laid on Dewey 
Avenue, from West Street to Columbus Avenue, but owing to 
the winter setting in early the work had to be abandoned. 


eae MISCELLANEOUS. 


Early last Spring the gate houses at the several reservoirs 
were repaired. In February some necessary repairs were 
made at Ashley distributing reservoir, a bad leak having start- 
ed which took several loads of material to stop. It is now 
in good condition. At Hathaway reservoir a leak has just 
shown up under the stone coping and should have’ attention 
early in the spring. New wire fences have been erected to 
take the place of old wooden ones at the Sackett and Ashley 
distributing reservoirs making a decided improvement. Five 
samples of water were collected from the branches of the 
Housatonic River, monthly, and samples from the various wa- 
ter sources every quarter and sent to the State Board of Health 
for analysis. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the members of the Board 
for their courtesy and co-operation, and my assistants and 
employes for their faithfulness.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF HIGHWAYS. 


To the Honorable Board of Publie Works :— 


GENTLEMEN :—( wing to the continuous wet weather 


during the past Summer the streets about the city have been 
muddy and unsettled. The outside roads, with the exception 
of occasional washouts on hills, and the mountain roads, have 
been in fairly good shape. Rain fell almost daily and in con- 
sequence the material placed upon the streets for repairs was 
wet and unsatisfactory. 

The following streets and roads have been graveled: 

Fast Street. from North Street to Appleton Avenue. 

Pomeroy Avenue, from Droad Street to the Lowden 
bridge. 

South Street, from the Country Club to the Lenox Line. 

South Street, from North Street to Duel Street. 

Vest Street, from the Almshouse to the city Hne. 

North Street, from King’s store to Pontoosuc Lake. 

North Street, from the American bridge to P. E. St. Ry 
Carhouse. 
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Wahconah Street, from the Fair Grounds gate to Bel Air 
aam. 

Pontoosuc Avenue, from Wahconah Street to Lenox 
Avenue. 

Peck's Road, from the Peck School to Burlingham’s. 

Melville Street, from North Street to First Street. 

First Street from the railroad bridge to Burbank Street. 

Lincoln Street, from Cherry Street to Fourth Street. 

Tyler Street, from Burbank Street to Dalton Avenue. 

Dalton Road, from Tyler Street to Allen Farm. 

Deaver Street, from East Street to the watering tub. 

Beaver Street, from the gas house to Berkshire St. Ry. 
Co.’s power house.

The Mahanna Road, a distance of a quarter of a mile. 

Columbus Avenue, from Francis Avenue to Daniels 
Avenue. 

About 4000 vards of gravel were used in doing this work 
at.a cost of 78 cents per yard spread upon the streets. An 
unusual amount of patching has been done. On all the out- 
side roads the large scrapers were used in the Spring getting 
the same in condition for the year. 

Stone or Telford roads have been laid in the following 
locations:

I would recommend that more of this kind of road be 
put in on Upper Barkerville Road and on West Street, as 
gravel is a very scarce commodity in these localities.

New abutments were built at the Sackett Brook bridge 
on the East Lenox Road. The road at this point washed bad- 
ly each spring and fall or in a severe shower. The bridge was 
raised about two feet, newly planked with 3-inch oak, given 
two good coats of paint, and the approaches graveled. The 
northwest corner of the bridge at Taconic, which needed some 
repairs was taken down and rebuilt and the bridge otherwise 
strngthened. The bridge over the raceway at Pontoosuc Lake 
was repaired during the fall. The side walls will need at- 
tention the coming year. More or less painting and repairs 
have been made on several of the small bridges.

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STREETS WORKED AND GRAVELED, 

Frances Avenue was worked to grade from Madison 
Avenue to Alder Street, paved gutters put in on both sides of 
the street, and the street brought to the established grade. 
Eight hundred and fifty vards of material were used in doing 
the work. 

Kellogg Street. was accepted and laid out by the City 
. Council as a City way. No appropriation was made for work- 
mg it this year. Six hundred and twenty feet of guard rail 
Were put up on the south side of the street, the street graveled, 
and a 16-inch iron pipe put in to take care of the surface 
water which comes in a large volume at this point. 

Under an appropriation of $1500, Lenox Avenue was 
worked for a portion of the way. The north end of the street 
was hardpan of the worst nature and was a wet and springy 
mudhole. Tile drains were laid of 4-inch Akron pipe for a 
distance of 600 feet on the east side of the street. The drain 
was laid four feet below the surface, covered with six inches 
of trap rock, and the ditch filled in with good coarse gravel. 
The road was excavated and a laver of stone put in, with a 
foot of gravel on top of that. Eight hundred and fifty yards 
of gravel were used in this work. 

Center Street was brought to grade from West Street to 
Church Street. Sidewalks were raised on both sides of the 
street, and a catch basin built at the corner of Church and 
Center Street. Ten hundred and ninety loads of gravel were 
used at this point. 


LINDEN STREET GUTTERS. 


Gutters 4 feet wide were laid on Linden Street, from 
Francis Avenue to Daniels Avenue, making continuous paved 
gutters to the river. 

North Street from the carhouse to Madison Avenue was 
widened about 5 feet on the west side by setting back the curb- 
ing. A paved gutter was laid from the carhouse to Orchard 
Street. 

I would recommend that a wider and stronger bridge be 
built at Taconic the ensuing vear. The one now in use is not 
constructed heavily enough to accommodate the trafhe over it. 
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I would also recomniend that something be done at the junc- 
tion of Tyler Street and Dalton Avenue to take care of the 
surface water. Fourth Street near the railroad bridge is an- 
other place that needs attention. At this point the water runs 
on the surface from the railroad to Silver Lake, badly wash- 
ing the road after every storm. The surface water from 
North, Melville, First, Adam, Second, Pearl, Allen and Cottage 
Row all come together at this point making a large body of 
water to take care of. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the Board for their co-op- 
eration and advice the past vear.

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PARK AND COMMON, 


The Park and Common have received their usual care 
during the season, having been fertilized and seeded in the 
Spring, and the grass kept mowed, and the walks scraped 
and trimmed.

CUTTING AND TRIMMING TREES., 


During the season the usual amount of trimming of trees 
was done, and some fifty trees were cut down in different parts - 
of the city, most of them being dead or dangerous. 


Pontroosuc LAKE GRADING. 


Commencing near the Waiting Station of the Pittsfield 
Electric Street Railway at Pontoosuc Lake the approach to 
the Lake was worked to a flatter grade and graveled for a 
distance of about 75 feet in order to make a more accessible 
landing for small boats, and for a distance of about 200 feet 
northerly from the landng the banks were sloped and seeded. 


PUMPING STATION. 


In the Fall of 1901 there was left unlaid 400 feet of the 
sewage force main, from the River bridge to the Pump House, 
which was not laid at that time because the pumps were not 
yet installed. This pipe was laid this year, and 3626 cubic 
vards of filling were used in grading around the pump build- 
ing. Gravel roads and concrete walks were built. 


RELAYING WALL, CIRCULAR AVENUE, 


The retaining wall on Circular Avenue, abutting the 
Ross property, was in an unsafe condition and had to be re- 
built. In order to get the required strength it was found 
necessary to excavate 4 fect o inches below the sidewalk 
and start the foundation at that level 3 feet 6 inches wide.” 
The wall was built plumb on both sides to the level of the walk, 
and battered 21⁄4 inches to the foot on the back side, and Lë 
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inch to the foot on the front side, making the wall 2 fect 
thick on top. and about 5 feet above the walk. The length 
of wall rebuilt was 48 feet. 


SEWER AND WATER CONNECTIONS. 


One sewer connection, 52 feet long, of 4-inch Akron pipe 
was put in for F. J. Owens at his house on Elm Street, to 
drain his cellar.

REPORT 


OF THE 


Chief Engineer of the Fire Department 
OF THE 
CITY OF PITTSFIELD, 


For THE YEAR 1902. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Members of the City Gov- 
ernment: — 


I herewith submit my seventh annual report of the 
work of the Pittsfield Fire Department for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1902, which will include the cost of 
maintenance, a list of fires and alarms, the causes of fires as 
near as could be ascertained, the value of property at risk, the 
amount of insurance and insurance paid together with other 
losses, recommendations, and other items of interest con- 
nected with the Department. 

The Department has responded to sr alarms during the 
vear, of which 26 were bell alarms, 23 telephone or verbal 
alarms, and 2 were false. 

The city is to be congratulated upon the very small loss 
by fire of this year, by far the smallest since Pittsheld became 
a City. The promptness with which the men and apparatus 
responded to alarms need more than usual comment. Our 
permanent force is small and we are badly handicapped during 
meal hours for sufficient men to properly man the apparatus 
necessary to respond to an alarm. The prompt response of 
men who are off duty at such times should be appreciated by 
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the citizens generally. The very small loss to the Insurance 
Companies and Tax Pavers who were not fully insured, 
printed elsewhere, needs no further comment. 

As the general tendency is to shorten the hours of labor 
throughout the country, I would recommend that sufficient 
permanent men be appointed so that a suitable time may be 
allowed each man from duty, as no other branch of municipal 
governments exacts as long hours from the men, as does the 
Fire Department. 

The apparatus of the Department is in good condition. 
The Chemicals still continue to extinguish a greater per cent 
of the fires without a large water damage. Our Hook and 
Ladder Truck while serviceable, is not modern or provided 
with long ladders to meet the present requirements. As the 
tendency of our City, during the past few years, is to build 
higher buildings we would be unable if called upon to reach 
the upper stories of some buildings to save life or extinguish 
fires. I would recommend that a new and suitable Aerial 
Truck be purchased that will meet the existing circumstances. 

The three steamers will need no immediate expenditures 
as they are in good working order. 

The Fire Alarm still continues to give satisfaction. The 
storage batteries may need some renewal but this expense 
will not be verv large. When the City may decide to place 
their wires under ground, new and suitable conduit connec- 
tions, cables and wires will be necessarv. This expense cannot 
at present be estimated. No new boxes have been added to 
the svstem this vear. 

The whistle at the Pittsfield Electric Co. station will need 
repairs the coming vear, a new valve and coverings for pipe 
are necessary. l would recommend that an Automatic Whis- 
tling Machine be purchased and the bell striker now in use, 
be disposed of. 

I would recommend that at least two new boxes be added 
to the Fire Alarm System where most needed. 

As the Storehouse formerly occupied by the Board of 
Public Works has been transferred to this Department, I 
would ask for sufficient appropriation to repair it sufficiently 
for our uses. Also, to build a roof to accommodate the Hook 
and Ladder Truck now in Veteran House. 

I would renew my recommendation that a suitable com- 
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pany be established in the Morningside district as the growth 
of that section of the City demands better protection than we 
now can give owing to the distance from our stations. 

l would recommend that one thousand feet of Hose be 
purchased to keep up our supply of first quality Hose. 

The roof at Engine House No. 3 needs repairs as it is 
leaking at times quite badly. 

] would recommend that an extra man be added to the 
permanent force at once as in time of sickness or accident to 
any of the men we are without any one to fill the vacancy. 

As l realize that the Committee will make such additions 
to the efficiency of the Department as the appropriation will 
admit and while the apparatus has proven amply able to cover 
all emergencies of the past, vet it is apparent that our City 
is growing and we are not keeping up to the pace with all 
our apparatus. 

In closing, I wish to thank His Honor, the Mavor, the 
Committee on Fire Department, the Members of the City Gov- 
ernment, the Chief of Police and the Members of the De- 
partment in his charge, and all citizens who have assisted the 
Department in its duties. J also wish to thank the officers 
and men of the Department for their faithful performance of 
all duties assigned to them. 

The apparatus of the Department consists of three steam 
fire engines, one hand engine located at Stearnsville, two hook 
and ladder trucks, three combination chemical and hose 
wagons, with the necessary blankets on one wagon to supply 
the Protective Company, one exercise wagon, with capacity 
of one thousand feet of hose, three small host carts, one hose 
sleigh, one hook and ladder sleigh, three exercise wagons, and 
two exercise sleighs distributed as follows :— 


Central Station.—One second class Silsby engine, one 
fourth class Clapp & Jones engine, one hook and ladder truck, 
two combination chemical and hose wagons, one hose sleigh 
and one hook and ladder sleigh. 

Engine House No. 3.—One fourth class Clapp & Jones 
engine, one combination chemical and hose wagon. 

Veteran Firemen’s House.—One hook and ladder truck, 


one exercise wagon. 
Stearnsville-—Hand engine and hose cart.

REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF HEALTH 


For THE YEAR 1902. 


To the Mayor and City Council :— 


In submitting our Annual Report for the year 1902 for 
your consideration we consider it our duty to impress upon all 
persons the necessity and importance of health laws and sani- 
tary regulations. Rigid enforcement of sanitary laws may 
seem to be a hardship to many people when directly applied to 
them, but it is the only effective means of stamping out con- 
tagious diseases and protecting the public from their spread. 

One cause of the spread of contagious diseases is the wil- 
ful disregard of the quarantine regulations of the Board of 
Health. During the past year this Board has had valuable 
assistance from. the Police Department in enforcing na, 
rules and regulations. 


SEWERS. 


Many buildings have been connected with the sewers by 
order of the Board of Health during the year, but there are 
still many buildings on streets on which there are sewers 
which should be connected as soon as possible; those ordered 
to be connected by the Board of Health having been confined 
to buildings of which complaints have been made of their in- 
sanitary condition. The employment by the city of a sanitary 
inspector, whose duty should be to inspect buildings as to their 
sanitarv condition would be advisable. 
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CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 
ing. 

The general health of the city for the past vear has been 
very gratifving. We have had the least number of cases of 
contagious diseases during that time than for many years pre- 
viously. The number of contagious diseases reported to the

During the summer we were threatened with an epidemic 
of Small Pox, but the strict enforcement of quarantine regula- 
tions, thorough fumigation and general vaccination especially 
of children attending school prevented a spread of the disease. 
The cheerful and efficient manner in which Mr. William W. 
Shaw, superintendent of the Almshouse, assisted the Board 
during the time the patients were at the detention hospital is 
worthy of praise. The fact that we escaped with but four 
cases of the dread disease was fortunate. 


GARBAGE. 


The collection of garbage or swill has been done as dur- 
ing previous vears by private individuals. This method of 
collecting garbage is very unsatisfactory, and is the source of 
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many nuisances, dangerous to the public health, and some 
action should be taken by the city to regulate the collection 
and disposal of garbage, as it is of very great importance to 
the public. The constantly increasing accummulation of refuse - 
matter as the city increases in population, necessitates a sys- 
tematic method of disposal, and the matter deserves the care- 
ful consideration of the city government. 


SANITARY CONDITIONS. 


The sanitary condition of the city is very satisfactory. 
The wilful and careless dumping of garbage has been to a 
great extent checked. The physicians of the city have been 
vigilant in their efforts to prevent the spread of contagious 
diseases, and thereby rendered the Board valuable assistance.

Owing to the scarcity and high price of beef during the 
past year there has been an unusual demand for native beef, 
and as a consequence nearly IO per cent of the neat cattle of 
Pittsfield have been sacrificed. Most of the cattle killed were 
those that were old or past their usefulness, and hence that 
were most likely to be diseased. It will be seen that the num- 
ber found tuberculosis is about 3 per cent of the number killed. 
Owing to the character of the subjects slaughtered, this is 
probably above the average for the animals that are left. Ina 
very few herds the percentage of disease has been found to 
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exceed 3 per cent, and these have been and are being dealt with 
by the Cattle Bureau of the State Board of Agriculture. 
Periodical tests of the milk retailed shows it up to and in 
most cases considerably above the standard required by law. 
(ne case of Rabies in the dog was found and while five 
cases of suspected Glanders were investigated none was dis- 
covered. .

OF THE 


OvVERSEERS OF THE POOR 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council — 


GENTLEMEN :—We herewith submit the following annual 
report of the transactions of this board for the fiscal year ending 
January 3, 1903 :— 

Many of the features of the year’s business have been 
most encouraging. There has not been for some years any 
great increase of aid granted to the poor of the city. The 
amount has from vear to vear remained about the same. This 
in view of many circumstances connected with the city’s affairs 
is most encouraging. A word should be said about the large 
expenditure made for fuel in the past year. 

In ordinary vears, the department pays for its coal from 
time to time as it is delivered, but in 1902, owing to the short- 
age in the supply, it was necessary to make a large purchase 
of Welch coal at one time. One hundred and sixty-one tons of 
this coal were bought and paid for in December and at the close 
of the fiscal year the greater part of this was in storage and the 
year 1903 gets the benefit of the same. The cost of this coal 
was $1376 and this accounts for a large increase in the coal 
bill which had to be paid for from the appropriations for 1902. 


STATISTICS. 


There was expended for City Relief $13,978.45, and for 
the Almshouse $8,343.25, a total of $22,321.70. The reimburse- 
ments were $549.41 for City Relief, and $202.50 for Amshouse, 
the total of $751.91, making the net expenditure for Pauper

support $21,569.59 of the amount expended for City Relief 
$13.480.gy was charged to the City of Pittsfield, the balance 
$497.56 was expended for persons settled in other cities and 
towns in this state, and State Paupers. The number of fam- 
iles aided was 146 comprising 163 males and 373 females, a 
total of 568. Ninety four families comprising 374 persons have 
a legal settlement in Pittsheld, 28 families, comprising 139 
persons, have a legal settlement m other cities and towns, while 
24 families consisting of 55 persons were State Paupers, 32 
persons were supported in the several State Insane Hospitals, 
3 at the Massachusetts Hospital for dipsomaniacs, 3 at the 
Massachusetts Hospital for epileptics, 3 at the Hospital cot- 
tages for children at Baldwinsville, one was supported for a 
short time at the State riospital at Tewksbury, six persons were 
furnished transportation to the State Hospital at Tewksbury.

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ALMSHOUSE. 


There have been several improvements made at the Alms- 
house including general repairs, shingling, etc., from the special 
appropriation of S300. The City also bought so acres of land 
from the Crosier estate directly opposite the Almshouse and 
would recommend that the sewerage disposal of the Almshouse 
be transferred to the newly acquired land, as the present cess- 
pool is not of sufficient capacity for present needs. 

The Hospital for Contagious Diseases on the City Farm 
on West Street has been placed in charge of the Board of Over- 
seers of the Poor and this past season it has been used for small 
pox cases. It is the purpose of this cottage that it should at all 
times be in good repair and ready for occupancy at the shortest 
possible notice. It is now in need of some repairs and is al- 
ways in need of constant attention that its beneficent purposes 
should not be frustrated. The cellar wall now needs repair. 
The hardpan of the adjacent soil keeps crowding in the wall 
which should be repaired and strongly braced. A small appro- 
priation sufficient for this repair and other minor repairs should 
be made. It would be well for the City Council to make a 
regular appropriation for the care and maintenance of the 
cottage that it mav at all times be ready for immediate occu- 
pancv. 

The number of inmates at the Almshouse January Ist, 
1902, was 53. 20 females and 33 males. There has been admit- 
ted during the vear 43. Discharged during the vear 41. Num- 
ber of deaths 7, making the total number of inmates January 
Ist, 1903, 48. males 26, females 20. Of this number 5 males 
and 10 females are mildly insane; 4 males and 1 female simple 
minded.

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The appointment of two additional police officers for reg- 
ular service in this department is necessary, for the more efh- 
cient performance of the constantly increasing demands for 
police service in all parts of the city. The numerous miscella- 
neous duties now require the services of two regular officers 
a greater part of the vear, and the two places of amusement, 
which are open almost continuously during the winter months, 
need the attention of the department. The trolley cars running 
out of the city, especially on Saturday nights, also require the 
services of the officers to accompany the cars to the city limits. 
No additions have been made to the personnel of the depart- 
ment, since the year 1895. The annual order of appropriations 
only provides an additional amount to pay one special officer 
during the vacations of the regular patrolmen, it was found 
necessary to increase the number of posts of patrol duty, and 
also to extend the limits of the posts in the business and resi- 
dential sections of the city, the force is now divided into three 
details, making the hours of service for each officer per day, 
from nine A. M. to seven P. M. in the first detail, and the sec- 
ond detail, from seven P. M. to four A. M., and the third, from 
twelve M., to nine A. M. Two special details were also made, 
of one officer each, from twelve noon till eleven P. M. and from 
one P. M., till twelve M. The third detail is not adequate for 
the services necesssary to be performed for the better protec- 
tion of the City. Your attention is also respectfully called 
to the recommendations made in the report of this department 
for the vear 1901, setting forth the necessity for the installation 
of the police signal system, which would be a very effectual 
adjunct to the police service, in connection with the emergency, 
and patrol wagon which is now nearly completed. The police 
and fire committees have perfected arrangments for the opera- 
tion of this wagon by the fire department, which is to be in- 
stalled in the central fire station, which will be equipped with 
swinging harness for prompt and efficient service. 


REPORT OF SERVICE OF THE MaAyor’s WARRANT. 


Fight hundred and forty one male, and seventy seven 
female dogs were returned by the Assessors, as being found 


s 
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within the City limits. Of this number ninety eight could not 
be found, twenty one had left the City, eleven had died, forty 
four were killed, six were lost, five were sold to persons out of 
the City, nine were shot. 

Two hundrd and fifty three dogs were tound by the officer 
detailed for this service, which had not been returned, making 
a total of nine hundred and seventeen males, and sixty female 
dogs, all of the aggregate number, of nine hundred and seventy 
seven dogs now in the City duly registered according to law. 

Taxes on five hundred and seventeen of this number were 
collected by this department. The amount paid the City Clerk 
was two thousand one hundred and seventy six dollars. Seven 
hundred and twenty nine dollars and sixty six cents was re- 
funded to the City by tne County Treasurer, and four hundred 
and seventy six dollars was paid to the Citv Treasurer, by the 
City Clerk, making a total of one thousand two hundred and 
five dollars and fifty six cents received by the City from this 
fund. 


SERVICES PERFORMED FOR THE BOARD oF HEALTH. 


In addition to the duties performed bv this department in 
the enforcement of the health regulations, the quarantine estab- 
lished by the board was maintained by this department for 
three weeks, which required the continuous service of two 
regular police officers twelve hours each per day, during that 
period. The out-houses. drains and sinks. together with the 
premises, were found to be in a most unsanitary and dangerous 
condition to health, which is due to some extent, to the present 
inadequate system of inspections which are now made, only 
upon complaints, or when some contagious disease has become 
prevalent in the City. I would therefore respectfully suggest, 
that some provision be made for the thorough and immediate 
inspection of the entire City, under the direction of the Board 
of Health. 

The Police Station, is in good sanitary condition, the in- 
terior was painted during the vear, the closets, cells and lodg- 
ing rooms are kept thoroughly clean, and well disinfected, the 
whole number of persons cared for at the station is three thous- 
and three hundred and thirty-six, the City Scales were thor- 
oughly repaired, and are in excellent condition. 
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The police service of this City is, I believe, being faithfully 
and efficiently performed, in the protection of the property and 
person, and the maintenance of good order. The usual good 
discipline is being maintained. The services of the matron is 
especially satisfactory. The entire department is in accord, co- 
operating cheerfully in the enforcement of the laws and ordi- 
nances of the City, and deserve high commendation for their 
efforts. No serious crimes were committed during the year. 
No disturbances have occurred which have required any organ- 
ized effort to suppress. The amount of property reported stolen 
is unusually small. I think I may safely say, that the general 
good order maintained, and the observance of the laws and 
ordinances of the City, will compare most favorably.
